THIS Convention having in their present Session, set forth A 
Book of Common Prayer j and Admimstration of the Sacra" 
mentSj and other Rites and Ceremonies of the Churchy do hereby 
establish the said book: And they declare it to be the Liturgv of this 
Church ; and require, that it be received as such by all the Members 
of the same: And this Book shall be in Use from and after the 
first Day of October, in the Year of our Lord one thousand seven 
hundred and ninet}^ 



THE 

PREFACE 



IT is a most invaluable part of that blessed liberty wherewith Christ 
hath made usfreey that in his worship, different forms and usages 
may without offence be allowed, provided the substance of the faith 
be kept entire; and that, in every church, what cannot be clearly de- 
termined to belong to Doctrine must be referred to Discipline ; and 
therefore, by common consent and authority, may be altered, abridg- 
ed, enlarged, amended, or otherwise disposed ot, as may seem most 
convenient for the edification of the People, " according to the various 
exigencies of times and occasions." 

The Church of England^ to which the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in these States is indebted, under GOD, for her first foun- 
dation and a long continuance of nursing care and protection, hath, 
in the Preface of her Book of Common Prayer, laid it down as a 
Rule, that "The Particular Forms of Divine Worship, and the Rites 
and Ceremonies appointed to be used therein, l)eing things in their 
own nature indifferent and aherable, and so acknowledged, it is but 
reasonable that, upon weighty and important considerations, accord- 
ing to the various exigencies of times and occasions, such changes 
and alterations should be made therein, as to those who are in places 
of authority should, from time to time, seem cither necessary or ex- 
pedient," 

The same Church hath not only in her Preface, but likewise in her 
Articles and Homilies, declared the necessity and expediency of occa- 
sional alterations and amendments in her Forms of Public Worship ; 
and we find accordingly, that, seeking to " keep the happy mean be- 
tween too much stiffness in refusing, and too much easiness in admit- 
ting variations in things once advisedly established, she hath, ui the 
reign of several Princes, since the first compiling of her Liturgy in 
the time of Edward the Sixth, upon just ana weighty considerations 
her thereunto moving, yielded to make such alterations in some par- 
ticulars, as in their respective times were thought convenient: yet so 
as that the main body and essential parts of the same (as well in the 
chiefest materials, as in the frame and order thereoQ have still been 
continued firm and unshaken." 

Her general aim in these different Reviews and Alterations hath 
l)een, as she further declares in her said Preface, "to do that which, 
according to her best understanding, might most tend to the preser- 
vation ori)eace and unity m the Church ; tlie procuring of reverence, 
and the exciting of piety and devotion in the worship of God; and. 
finally, the cutting off occasion, from them that seek occasion, of cavil 
or quarrel against her Liturgy." And although, according to her 
judgment, there be not " any llmig in it contrary to the Word of God, 
or to sound doctrine, or which a godly man mav not with a gooil 
conscience use and submit unto, or which is not fairly defensible, if 
allowed such iust and favourable construction, as, in common equity, 
ought to be allowed to all humaji writings ;" yet upon the principles 
already laid down, it cannot but be supposed, that further alteration 
would in time be found expedient. Accordingly, a commission for 9

review was issued in the year 1 689 : But this great and good work 
miscarried at that time; and the Civil Authority has not since thought 
proper to revive it by any new Commission. 

But when in the course of Divine Providence, these American 
StatQs became independent with respect to Civil Government, their 
Ecclesiastical Independence was necessarily included; and the dif- 
ferent religious denominations of Christians in these States were left 
at full and equal liberty to model and organize their respective 
Churches, and forms of worship, and discipline, in such manner as 
they might judge most convenient for their future pros|)erity; con- 
sistently with the Constitution and Laws of their Country. 

The attention of this Church was, in the first place, drawn to those 
alterations in the Liturgy which became necessary in the Prayers for 
our Civil Rulers, in consequence of the Revolution. And the princi- 
pal care herein was to make them conformable to what ought to be 
the proper end of all such prayers, namely, that " Rulers may have 
grace, wisdom, and understanding to execute justice, and to main- 
tain truth ;" and that the People " may lead quiet and peaceable 
lives, in all godliness and honesty.^' 

But while these alterations were in review before the Convention, 
they could not but, with gratitude to God, embrace the happy occa- 
sion which was offered to them (uninfluenced and unrestramed by 
any worldly authority whatsoever) to take a further review of the 
Public Service, and to establish such other alterations and amend- 
ments therein as might be deemed expedient. 

It seems unnecessary to enumerate all the different alterations and 
amendments. They will appear, and it is to be hoped, the reasons of 
them also, upon a comparison of this with thoBookof Common Prayer 
of the Church of England. In which it will also appear, that this 
Church is far from intending to depart from the Church of England 
in any essential point of doctrine, discipline, or worship ; or further 
than local circumstances require. 

And now, this important work being brought to a conclusion, it is 
hoped the whole will be received and examined by every true Mem- 
ber of our Church, and every sincere Christian^ with a meek, candid, 
and charitable frame of mind; without prejudice or prepossessions; 
seriously considering what Christianity is, and what the truths of the 
Gospel are ; and earnestly beseeching Almighty God to accompany 
with his blessing every endeavour for promulgating them to mankind 
in the clearestjilainest, most affecting and mjyestic manner, for the 
sake of Jesus Christ, our blessed Lord and Saviour. 



THE ORDER 

HOW THE PSALTER IS APPOINTED TO BE REAP. 

THE Psalter shall be read through once every month, as it is there 
appointed, both for Morning and Evening Prayer. But in Fe- 
hfucuy it shall be read only to the twenty-eighth or twenty-ninth Daj 
of the Month. 

And whereas January ^ Starchy May, July^ Aufnst^ October^ and 
December, have one-ana-thirty Days a-piece ; it la ordered, that the 
same Psalms shall be read the last Day of the said Months which 
were read the Day before ; so that the Psalter mnj begin again the 
first Day of the next Month ensuing. 

And whereas the 119th Psalm is divided into twenty-two Portions, 
and is over-long to be read at one time ; it is so ordered, that at one 
time shall not be read above four or five of the said Portions. 

The Minister, instead of reading from the Psalter as divided for 
Daily Morning and Evening Prayer, may read one of the Selections 
set out by this Church. 

And, on Days of Fasting and Thanksgiving^ appointed either by the 
Civil or by the Ecclesiastical Authority, the Minister may appoint such 
Psalms as he shall think fit in his discretion, unless any shall have 
been appointed by the Ecclesiastical Authority, in a Service set out 
^or the Occasion ; which, in that case, shall be used, and no other.

THE ORDER 

HOW THE REST OF THE HOLY SCRIPTURE 
IS APPOINTED TO BE READ. 

THE Old Testament is appointed for the First Lessons at Morn- 
ing and Evening Prayer ; so that the most Part thereof will be 
read every Year once, as in the Calendar is appointed. 

The New Testament is appointed for the Second Lessons at Morn- 
ing and Evening Prayer. 

And to know what Lessons shall be read every Day, look for the 
Day of the Month in the Calendar following, and there ye shall find 
the Chapters that shall be read for the Lessons, both at Morning and 
Evening Prayer ; except only the Moveable Feasts^ which are not in 
the Calendar : and the Immoveable, where there is a Blank left in 
the Column of Lessons ; the proper Lessons for all which Days are 
to be found in the Table of Proper Lessons.^ 

And, on Days of Fasting and Thanksgiving, the same Rule is to 
obtain as in reading the Psalms. 

And the same discretion of choice is allowed on occasions of Ec- 
clesiastical Conventions, and those of Charitable Collections. 

And NotCy That whensoever Proper Ps^ilmsor Lessons are appointed, 
then the Psalms and Lessons of ordinary course api)ointed in the 
Psalter and Calendar, if they be different, shall be omitted for that 
Imie. 

Note (Usoj That the Collect, Epistle, and Gosiiel, appointed for the 
Sunday y shall serve all the Week after, where it is not in tliis Book 
otherwise ordered.

render thanks for the great benefits 
that we have received at his hands, 
to set forth his most worthy praise, 
to hear his most holy word, and to 
ask those things which are requi- 
site and necessary, as well for the

of the world hath been hid in God, 
who created all things by Jesus 
Christ : to the intent that now un- 
to the principalities and powers in 
heavenW places might be known, 
by the Church, the manifold wis- 
dom of God, according to the eter- 
nal (lurpose which he purposed in 
Christ Jesus our Lord ; in whom 
we have boldness and access with 
confidence by the faith of him.

came and stood over where the 
young child was. When they saw 
the star, they rejoiced witli ex- 
ceeding great joy. And when they 
were come into the house, they 
saw the young child with Mary 
his mother, and fell down and 
worshipped him : And when they 
had opened their treasures, they 
presented unto him gifts: gold, 
and Irankincense, and mjrrrh. And 
being wamed of God in a dream, 
diat they should not return to He- 
rod, they departed into their own 
country another way.

Whosoever committeth 
sin, transgressech also the law : for 
sin is the transgression of the law. 
And ve know that he was mani- 
fested to take away our sins; and 
in him is no sin. >Vhosoever abi- 
deth m him. sinneth not: whojso- 
ever simiech, hath not seen him, 
neither kno^^n him. Little chil- 
dren, let no man deceive ^ou : he 
that doeth ric^hteousness is rieh- 
teous. even aslie is righteous. He 
that committeth sin is of the devil ; 
for the denl sinneth from the be- 
ginniiiis. For this purpose the Son 
of God was manifested, that he 
might destroy the worl^of the 
devil.

THEN if any man shall say un- 
to you. La. here is Christ, or 
theii>; believe it not. For there 
sdudl ari» false Christs and fedae 
prophets, and shall show great 
si^ns and wonders; insomuch that

have told you before. Wherefore, 
if they shall say unto you, Behold, 
he is m the desert; go not forth: 
behold, he is in the secret cham- 
bers ; believe it not For as the 
lightning cometh out of the east, 
and shineth even unto the vilest ; so 
shall also the coming of the Son 
of man be. For wheresoever the 
carcase is, there will the eagles be 
gathered together. Immediately 
after the tribulation of those days, 
shall the sun be darkened, and me 
moon shall not give her light, and 
the stars shall fall from ncaven, 
and the powers of the heavens shall 
be shaken. And then shall ap- 
pear the sign of the Son of man 
m heaven ; and then shall all the 
tribes of the eartli mourn, and they 
shall see the Son of man coming 
in the clouds of heaven, with pow- 
er and great glor}[. And he shall 
send his angels with a great sound 
of a trumpet, and they shall gather 
together his elect from the four 
wmds« from one end of heaven to 
the other.

in the market-place, and said mM 
them,Go ye also into the vinevard, 
and whatsoever is right I will give 
you. And they went their wai. 
Again he went out about the sixli 
and ninth hour, and did likevnse. 
And about the eleventh hoar he 
went out, and found others stand- 
ing idle, and saith unto diem, Why 
stand ye here all the day idle ? Thw 
say unto him. Because no man ham 
hired us. He saitli unto them, Gro 
ye also into the vineyard, and what- 
soever is right, that shall ye receive. 
So when even was come, the lord 
of the vineyard saith unto his stew- 
ard. Call the labourers, and give 
them their hire, beginning from the 
last unto the first. And when they 
came, that were hired about the 
eleventh hour, they received every 
man a penny. But when the first 
came, they supposed that they 
should have received more; ana 
they likewise received every man a 
penny. And when they had receiv- 
ed it, they murmured against die 
good man of the house, saying, 
These last have wrought but one 
hour, and thou hast made them 
equal unto us, which have borne 
the burden and heat of the day. But 
he answered one of them, and said, i 
Friend, I do thee no wrong ; didst 
not thou agree with me for a pen- 
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ny? Take that thine ifiL and go tby 
way ; I will give unto this last even 
as unto thee. Is it not lawful for 
me to do what I will with mine 
own? Is thine eye evil, because 1 
am good? So the last shall be first, 
and the first last; for many be 
called, but few chosen.

mine own countrinncn j in perils 
by the heathen; in perils in the 
city • in perils in the wilderness ; in 
perils in the sea^ in perils among 
false brethren ; m weariness and 

Eainfulness; in watching often; in 
unger and thirst : in fastmgs often : 



in cold and nakedness: besides 
tlx^ things that are witnout, that 
which Cometh upon me daily, the 
care of all the Churches. Who is 
weak, and I am not weak ? who is 
offended, and Iburn not? If I must 
needs glory, I will glory of the 
thiiigs which concern mine infir- 
mities. The God and Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, which is blessed 
for evermore, knoweth that I lie 
not. 
llie Go^eL St Luke viii. 4. 

WHElV much people were^ 
gathered together, and were 
coine to him out of every city, he 
spake by a parable : A sower went 
out to sow his seed ; and as he sow- 
ed, some fell by the way-side, and 
it was trodden down, and the fowls 
of the air devoured it ; and some 
fell upon a rock, and as soon as it 
was sprung up, it withered away, 
because it lacked moisture ; and 
some fell among thorns, and the 
thorns sprang u]) \^ ith it,andchoak* 
ed it ; and other fell on good ground, 
and sprang up, and bare iniit an 
hundred fold. And when he had 
said these thinp, he cried. He that 
hath ears to hear, let him hear. 
And hisdisciples asked him, saying. 
What might this parable be ? Ana 
he said, l) uto you it is given to know 
the mysteries of the kingdom of 
God ; but to others in parables : 
that seeing they might not see, and 
hearing they might not unders^und. 
Now the parable is this : the seed 
is the word of God. Those by the 
way-side are they that hear ; then 
Cometh the devil, and takedi away 
the word out of their hearts, le^ 
they should believe and be saved. 
They on the rock are they, whiclk 
when they hear, receive tne word 
with jov ; and tnese have no root, 
which for a while believe, and in 
time oftemptation fall away. And 
that which fell among thorns are 
they^ which, when they have heardf 
go forth, and are choaked wMl 
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cares, and riches, and pleasures of 
this life, and bring no fruit to per- 
fection. But tlmt on the good 
ground are they, which, in an 
honest and good heart, having 
heard the word, keep it, and bring 
forth fruit with patience.

For we know 
in part, and we prophesy in pait. 
But when that which is perfect is . 
come, then that which is in part 
shaU be done away. When I was 
a child, I spake as a child, I un* 
derstood as a child, I thought as a 
child ; but when I became a man, 
I put away childish things. For 
now we see through a glass dark- 
ly ; but then face to face : now I 
know in part ; but then shall I know 
even as also I am known. And 
now abideth faith, hope, charity, 
these three ; but the greatest of 
these is charity.

THEN Jesus took unto him the 
twelve, and said, unto them, 
Behold, we go up to Jerusalem, 
and all things that are written by 
the prophets concerning the Son of 
man shall be accomplished.

But fornication and all un- 
cleanness, or covetousness, tet it 
not be once named amongst you, 
as becometh saints ; neither filthi- 
ness, nor foolish talking, nor jest- 
ing, which are not convenient; but 
rather giving of thanks. For this 
ye know, that no whoremonger, 
nor unclean person, nor covetous 
man, who is an idolater, hath any 
inheritance in the kingdom of 
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Christ, and of God. Let no man 
deceive you with vain words : for 
because of these thinp cometh the 
wrath of God upon the children of 
disobedience. Be not ye there- 
fore partakers with them ; for ye 
were sometimes darkness, but now 
are ye light in the Lord : walk as 
children of li^hf ; (For the fruit of 
the spirit is m all goodness, and 
righteousness, and truth) proving 
what is acceptable unto the Lord. 
And have no fellowship with the 
unfruitful ^orks of darkness, but 
rather reprove them. For it is a 
shame even to speak of those things 
which are done of them in secret. 
But all things that are reproved, are 
made maiufest by the light; for 
whatsoever doth make manifest is 
light Wherefore he saith. Awake, 
thou that sleepest, and arise from 
the dead, and Christ shall give thee 
light 
The Gospel. St Luke xi. 14. 

JESUS was casting out a devil, 
and it was dumb. And it came 
to pass, when the devil was gone 
out, the dumb spake ; and the peo- 
ple wondered. But some of them 
said, He casteth out devils through 
Beelzebub, the chief of the devils. 
And others, tempting him, sought 
ofhim a sign from heaven. Butne, 
knowhig their thoughts, said un- 
to them^ Every kingdom divided 
against itself, is brought to desola- 
tion ; and a house divided against a 
house, falleth. If Satan also be di- 
vided against himself, how shall 
his kingdom stand ? because ye say 
that I cast out devils through Beel- 
zebub. And if I by Beelzebub cast 
out devils, by whom do your sons 
cast them out P therefore shall they 
be your judges. But if I with the 
finger of God cast out devils, no 
doubt the kingdom of God is come 
upon you. When a strong man arm- 
ed keepeth his palace, his goods 
are in peace : but when a stronger 
than he shall come upon him mi 
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overcome him, he taketh from him 
all his armour wherein he trustedi 
and divideth his spoils. He that is 
not with me, is against me ; and he 
that gathereth not with me, scat* 
tereth. When the unclean spirit, 
is gone out of a man, he walketh 
through dry places, seeking rest:; 
and finding none, he saith, I will 
return unto mv house whence I 
came out. Ana when he cometh,. 
he findeth it swept and garnished. 
Then goeth he, and taketh to him 
seven other spirits more wicked 
than himself, and they enter in, and 
dwell there ; and the last state of 
that man is worse than the first 
And it came to pass, as he spake 
these things, a certain woman of 
the company lift up her voice, and 
said unto him, Blessed is the womb 
that bare thee, and the paps which 
thou hast Slicked. But he said, 
Yea, rather blessed are they that 
hear the w ord of God, and keep it

Which things are 
an allegory : for these* are the two 
covenants; the one from Mount 
Sinai, which gendereth to^ bond- 
age, which is A^. For this Agar 
is Mount Sinai m Arabia, and an- 
swereth to Jerusalem which now 
is, and is in bondage vnth her chil- 
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dr^i* But Jenissdem which b 
above, is free ; which is the mo- 
th^ of us all. For it is written, 
R^oice, thou barren that bearest 
not; break forth and cry, thou 
tbat travailest not : for the desolate 
hath many more children than she 
which hath an husband. Now we, 
brethren, as Isaac was, are the 
children of promise. But as then, 
h& that was bom after the flesh 
persecuted him that was bom af- 
ter the spirit ; even so it is now^ 
Nevertheless, what saith the 
Scripture ? Cast out the bond-wo- 
man and her son; for the son of die 
bcmd-woman shall not be heir with 
the son of the free-woman. So 
then, brethren, wc are not children 
of the bond-woman, but of the free. 
The GfospeL St John vi. 1. 

JESUS went over the sea of 
Galilee, which is the sea of 
Tiberias. And a great multitude 
followed him, because they saw 
his miracles which he did on them 
that were diseased. And Jesus 
went up into a mountain, and there 
he sat with his disciples. And the 
passover, a feast of the Jews, W5is 
nigh. When Jesus then lift up his 
eyes, and saw a great company 
come unto him, he saith unto rhi- 
lip, Whence snail we buy bread 
that these may eat? (And this he 
said to prove him ; for he himself 
knew what he would do.) Philip 
answered him. Two hundred [>en- 
ny-worth of bread is not sufficient 
for them, that every one of them 
inay take a little. One of his 
disciples, Andrew, Simon Peter's 
brother, saith unto him. There is 
a lad here which hath live barley 
loaves, and two small fishes ; but 
what are they among so many? 
And Jesus said, Make the men sit 
down. Now there was much grass 
in the place. So the men sat down, 
in number about five thousand. 
And Jesus took the loaves, and 
when he had given thanks, he dis- 



tributed to the disciples, and the 
disciples to them that were set 
down, and likewise of the fishes as 
much as thev would. When they 
were filled, he said unto his dis- 
ciples. Gather up the firagments 
that remain, that nothing be lost 
Therefore they gathered them to- 
gether, and fuled twelve baskets 
witib tne fragments of the five bar- 
ley loaves, which remained over 
and above unto them that had eat- 
en. Then those men, when they 
had seen the miracle that Jesus did, 
said. This is of a tmth that prophet 
that should come into the world. 



The fifth Sunday in Lent. 
The Collect. 

WE beseech thee. Almighty' 
God, mercifullv to look upon 
thy people; that by tny great good- 
ness they may be governed and 
preserved evermore, both in body 
and soul, through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. Amen. 

The Epistle. Heb. ix. 11. 

CHRIST being come an high 
priest of goodthings to come, 
by a greater and more perfect ta- 
bernacle, not made with hands ; 
that is to say, not of this building: 
neither by the blood of goats ana 
calves : but by his own blood he 
entered in oiace into the holy place, 
having obtained etemal redemption 
for us. For if the blood of bulls and 
of goats, and the ashes of an heifer 
sprinkling the unclean, sanctifi- 
eth to the purifying of the flesh ; 
how much more shall the blood of 
Christ, who, through the eternal 
Spirit, ofiered himself without spot 
toGoa, purge your conscience from 
dead works to serve the livins God ? 
And for diis cause he is the Media- 
tor of the new Testament, that by 
means of death, for the reoemption 
of the transgressions that were 
under the first Testament, they 
which are called might receive the 
promise of eternal mheritance. 
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7%e Gospel. St John viii. 46. 

JESUS said, Which of you con- 
vinceth me of sin ? And if I say 
the truth, why do ye not believe 
me ? He that is of GrocL heareth 
God's words; ye therefore hear 
them not because ye are not of 
God. Tnen answered the Jews, 
and said unto him, Say we not well, 
that thou art a Samaritan, and hast 
a devil ? Jesus answered, i have not 
a devil : but I honour my Father, 
and ye do dishonour me. And I 
seek not mine own ^iory : there is 
one that seeketli and judgeth. Veri- 
ly, verily, I say unto vou,If a man 
keep my saying, he shall never see 
death. Then said the Jews unto 
him. Now we know that thou hast 
a devil : Abraham is dead, and the 
prophets; andthousayest,Ifaman 
keep mv saving, he shall never taste 
of deatn. Art tnou greater than our 
father Abraham, which is dead ? 
and the prophets are dead : whom 
makest thou thyself? Jesus answer- 
ed. If I honour myself, my honour 
is nothing; it is my Father that 
honoureth me, of whom ye say, 
that he is your God : yet ye have 
not known him ; but I know him : 
and if I should say I know him 
not, I shall be a liar like unto you ; 
but I know him, and keep his say- 
ing. Your father Abraham rejoiced 
to see mv day, and he saw it, 
and was glad. Then said the Jews 
unto him, Thou art not yet fifty 
years old, and hast thou seen Abra- 
ham? Jesus said untothem,Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, before Abra- 
ham was, I am. Then took they 
up stones to cast at him ; but Je- 
sus hid himself, and went out of 

the temple.

The CoUect. 

ALMIGHTY and everlasting 
God, who, of thy tender love 
towards mankind,ha8t sent thy Son 
our Saviour Jesus Christ to take 
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upon him our flesh, and to sufier 
death upon the cross, that all man* -^ 
kind should follow tne example of ^ 
hisgreathumility : merdfullv grant 
that we may both follow the ex- 
ample of his patience, and also bei 
made partakers of his resurrection,, 
through the same Jesus Christ our.' 
Lord. Amen. 

The Epistle. Phil. ii. 6. 
ET this mind be in you , which 
was also in Christ Jesus : who 
being m the form of God, thought 
it not robbery to be equal vnth God ; 
but made himself of no reputation, 
and took upon him the form of a 
servant, and was made in the like- 
ness of men : and being found in 
fashion as a man, he humbled 
himself, and Ijecame obedient unto 
death, even the death of the cross. 
Wherefore God also hath highly 
exalted him, and given him a name 
which is above every name; that 
at the name of Jesus every knee 
should bowj of things in heaven, 
and things m earth, and things 
under the earth; and that every 
tongue should confess that Jesus 
Christ is Lord, to the glory of God 
the Father. 

The Gospel. St. Matt xxvii. 1. 
HEN the morning was come, 
all the chief priests and elders 
of the i>eople took counsel against 
Jesus to put him to death. And 
when they had bound him, they led 
him away, and delivered him to 
Pontius Pilate the governor. Then 
Judas, who had betrayed him, 
when he saw that he was cmi- 
demned, repented himself, and 
brought agaui the thirty pieces df 
silver to the chief priests sind d* 
ders, saying, I have sinned, in that 
I have betrayed the innocent blood. 
And they said. What is that to us? 
see thou to that And he cast down 
the pieces of silver m the temple, 
and departed, and went and hangr 
ed himself. And the chief prieadi 
took die silver pieces, and said, 
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it is not lawful for to put them in- 
to tlie treasury, because it is the 
price of blood. And they took 
counsel, and bought with them the 

Wtter's field to bury strangers in. 
herefore that field was called, 
The field of blood, unto this day. 
(Then was fulfilled that which was 
spoken by Jeremy the prophet, 
saying, And they took the thirty 
pieces of silver, the price of him 
that was valued, whom they of 
the children of Israel did value, and 

Sive them for the potter's field, as 
e Lord appointed me.) And Je- 
sus stood before the governor; 
and the governor asked nim, say- 
ing, Art thou the kin§ of the Jews ? 
And Jesus said unto him. Thou say- 
est. And when he was accused of 
the chief priests and elders, he an- 
swered nothing. Then saitn Pilate 
unto him, Hearest thou not how 
many thines they witness apinst 
thee? And he answered him to 
never a word, insomuch that the 
governor marvelled greatly. Now 
at that feast the governor was wont 
to release unto the people a prison- 
er, whom they would. And they 
had then a notable prisoner, callea 
Barabbas. Therefore, when they 
were gathered together, Pilate said 
unto them. Whom wnll ye that 1 
release unto you ? Barabbas^r Je- 
sus, which is called Christ? For he 
knew that for envy they had deliv- 
ered him. When he was set down 
on the judgment-seat, his wife sent 
unto him, saying. Have thou noth- 
ing to do with that just man ; for 
I nave suffered many things this 
day in a dream because of him. 
But the chief priests and elders 
persuaded the multitude that they 
shoidd ask Barabbas, and destroy 
Jesus. The governor answered 
and said unto them. Whether of 
the twain will ye that I release 
unto you P They said, Barabbas. 
Pilate saith unto them, what shall 
I do then with Jesus, which is call- 



ed Christ? They all say unto him, 
Let him be crucified. An/d the 
governor said. Why. what evil 
hath he done r But they cried out 
the more, saying. Let him be cru- 
cified. When rilate saw that he 
could prevail nothing, but that 
rather a tumult was made, he took 
water, and washed his hands be- 
fore the multitude, saying, I am 
innocent of the blood of this just 
person : see ye to it Then aua- 
swered all the people, and said, 
His blood be on us, and on our 
children. Then released he Ba- 
rabbas unto them : and when he 
had scourged Jesus, he delivered 
liim to be crucified. Then the sol- 
diers of the governor took Jesus 
into the common-hall, and gather- 
ed unto him the whole ban^ of sol- 
diers. And they stripped him, and 
put on him a scarlet robe. And 
when they had platted a crown of 
thorns, they put it upon his head, 
and a reed in his right hand ; and 
thev bowed the knee before him, 
and mocked him, saying. Hail, 
King of the Jews ! And they spit 
upon him, and took the reed and 
smote him on the head. And af- 
ter that they had mocked hjm, 
thev took the robe off from him, 
and put his own raiment on him, 
and led him away to crucify him. 
And as they came out, they found 
a man of Cyrene, Simon byname; 
him they compelled to bear his 
cross. And when they were come 
unto a place called Golgotha, that 
is to say, a place of a skull, they 
gave him vinegar to drink min- 
gled with gall : and when he had 
tasted thereof, he would not drink. 
And they crucified him, and part- 
ed his garments, casting lots : that 
it might be fulfilled, which was 
spoken by the prophet, They part- 
ed my garments among them, and 
upon my vesture did they cast lots. 
And sitting do>vn, they watched 
him there ; and set up over his head 
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his accusation written, THIS IS 
JESUS THE KING OF THE 
JEWS. Then were there two 
thieves crucified with him, one on 
the right hffiid, and another on the 
left. And they that passed by re- 
viled him, wajgging their heads, 
and saying. Thou that destroyest 
the temple, and buildest it in three 
days, save thyself : If thou be the 
Son of God, come down from the 
cross. Likewise also the chief 
priests, mocking him, with the 
scribes and elders, said. He saved 
others, himself he cannot save : If 
he be the King of Israel, let him 
now come down from the cross, 
and we will believe him. He 
trustejd in God; let him deliver 
him now, if he will have him : for 
he said, I am the Son of God. The 
thieves also which were crucified 
with him, cast the same in his teeth. 
Now from the sixth hour there was 
darkness dver all the land, unto the 
ninth hour. And about the ninth 
hour, Jesus cried \vith a loud voice, 
saying, £/i, Eli Jama sabachthanif 
that is to say, My God, my God, 
w^hy hast thou forsaken me ? Some 
of them that stood there, when they 
beard that, said. This man calleth 
for Elias. And straightway one of 
them ran, and took a si)unge, and 
fill^ it with vinegar, and put it on 
a reed, and gave him to drink. The 
rest said. Let be, let us see whether 
Elias will come to save him. Jesus, 
when he had cried again with a loud 
voice, yielded up the ghost. And 
behold, the vail of the temple was 
rent in twain, from the top to the 
bottom ; and (he, earth dicT quake, 
and the rocks rent ; and the craves 
were opened ; and many bodies of 
saints which slept, arose, and came 
out of ^the craves after his resur- 
rection, ana went into the holy 
city, and appeared unto many. 
Now when the Centurion, and 
they that were with him watching 
Jesus, saw the earthquake, and 



those things that were done, thcpr 
feared greatly, saying. Truly this 
was the Son of God. 



Monday before Easter. 
For the Epistle. Isaiah Ixiii. 1. 

WHO is this that comethYrcmi 
Edom, with dyed garments 
from Bozrah ? this that is glorious 
in his apparel, travelling in the 
greatness of his strength? I that 
speak in righteousness, mighty to 
save. Wherefore art thou red in 
thine apparel, and thy garments 
like him that treadeth in the wine- 
fat ? I have trodden the wine-press 
alone, and of the people there was 
none with me : for I w ill tread 
them in mine anger, and trample 
them in my fury, and their blood 
shall be sprinkled upon my gar- 
ments, and I will stam all my rai- 
ment. For the day of vengeance 
is in mine hearty and the year of 
my redeemed is come. And I 
looked, and there was none to 
help ; and I wondered that there 
was none to uphold : therefore 
mine own arm brought salvation 
unto me ; and my fury it upheld 
me. And I will tread down the 
people in mine anger, and make 
them drunk in my fury, and I will 
bring down their strength to the 
earth. I will mention the loving 
kindnesses of the Lord, and the 
praises of the Lord, according to 
all that the Lord hath bestowed 
on us, and the great goodness to- 
wards the house of , Israel, which 
he hath bestowed on them, ac- 
cording to his mercies, and ac- 
cordins to the multitude of his 
loving Kindnesses. For he said. 
Surely they are my people, chil- 
dren that will not ne: So he was 
their Saviour. In all tlieir afilic- 
tion he was afflicted, and the an- 
^el of his presence saved them : in 
his love and in his pity he redeemed 
them, and he bare them.and carried 
tliem all the days of old. But they 
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rebelled, and vexed his Holy Spirit : 
therefore he was turned to be their 



enemy, and he fought against them, terbox of ointment of spikenard, 
Then tie remembered the days of very precious ; and she brake the 



old, Moses and his people, saying, 
Where is he that brought them up 
out of the se^ witli the shepherd 
of his flock ? Where is he diat put 
his Holy Spirit within him ? that 
led tliem by the right hand of Mo- 
ses, with his glorious arm dividing 
the water before them, to make 
himself an everlasting name ? That 
led them throudi the deep as an 
horse in the wilderness, that they 
should not stumble ? As a beast 
goeth down into die vallc]^, the 
spirit of the Lord caused him to 
rest : so didst thou lead thy people, 
to make thyself a glorious name. 
Look down from heaven, and be- 
hold from the habitation of thy 
holiness, and of tliy glory : Where 
is thy zeal, and diy strength, the 
sounding of thy bowels, and of diy 
mercies towards me ? are they re- 
strained ? Doubdcss diou art our 
Father, diough Abraham be igno- 
rant of us, and Israel acknowledge 
us not : diou, O Lord, art our Fa- 
ther, our Redeemer : diy name is 
from everlasdng. O Lord, why 
hast thou made us to err from thy 
ways, and hardened our heart from 
thv fear ? Return, for thy servants' 
sake, the tribes of thine inheritance. 
The people of thy holiness have 
possessed it but a uttle while : our 
adversaries have trodden down thy 
sanctuary. We are thine: thou 
never barest rule over them ; they 
were not called by tlry name. 
Hie Gospel. St. Mark xiv. 1 . 

AFTEk two days was the feast 
of the Passover, and of unlea- 
vened bread : and the chief priests 
and the scribes sought how they 
might take him by craft, and put 
him to death. But they said. Not 
on the feast day, lest there be an 
uproar of the people. And being 
in Bethany, in the house of Simon 



the leper, as he sat at meat, there 
came a woman having an alabas- 



box. and poured it on his head. 
Ana there were some that had in* 
dilation within themselves, and 
said, Why was this waste of the 
ointment made ? for it might have 
been sold for more than three hun- 
dred pence, and have been given 
to the poor. And they murmured 
agauist lier. And Jesus said. Let 
her alone : why trouble ye her ? 
she hath wrouglit a good work on 
me : For ye have die poor with 
you always, and whensoever ye 
will, ye may do them good ; but 
me ye have not always. She hath 
done what she could ; she is come 
aforehand to anoint my body to 
the burying. Verily f say unto 
you. Wheresoever this gospel shall 
be preached throughout the whole 
world, this also that she hath done 
shall be spoken of, for a memori- 
al of her. And Judas Iscariot, 
one of die twelve, went unto the 
chief priests, to betray him unto 
them. And when they heard it, 
diey were glad, and promised to 

!;ive him money. And he sought 
low he might conveniendy betray 
him. And the first day of unlea- 
vened bread, when they killed the 
passover, his disciples said unto 
him. Where wilt thou that we go 
and prepare, that thou mayest eat 
the passover? And he sendeth 
forth two of his disciples, and 
saith unto them. Go ye into the 
city : and there shall meet you a 
m^ bearing a pitcher of i^ter: 
follow him. And wheresoever be 
shall go m, say ye to the good man 
of the house. The Master saith, 
Where is the guest-chamber, 
where I shall eat the passover 
with my disciples ? Ana he will 
show you a large upper room fur- 
nished and prepared : there make 
ready for us. And hb disciples 
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went forth, and came into the city, 
and found as he had said unto 
them : and thev made ready the 
passover. And in the evening he 
Cometh with the twelve. And as 
thejT sat, and did eat, Jesus said. 
Verily I say unto you, one of you 
which eateth with me shall betray 
me. And they began to be sorrow- 
ful, and to say unto him one by 
one. Is it I ? And another said. Is 
it I ? And he answered and said 
unto them, It is one of the twelve 
that dippeth with me in the dish. 
The Son of man indeed goeth, as it 
is written of him : but woe to that 
man by whom the Son of man is 
betrayed: good were it for that 
man if he had never been bom. 
And as they did eat, Jesus took 
bread, and blessed, and brake it, 
and gave to them, and said. Take, 
eat : this is my body. And he took 
the cup, and when he had given 
thanks, he gave it to them : and 
they all drank of it And he said 
unto them. This is my blood of the 
new testament, which is shed for 
many. Verily I say unto you, I 
will drink no more of the fruit of 
the vine until that day that I drink 
it new in the kingdom of God. And 
when they had sung an hymn, they 
went out mto the mount of Olives. 
And Jesus saith unto them. All ye 
shall be offended because of me 
this nicht : for it is written, I will 
smite tne shepherd, and the sheep 
^lall be scattered. But after that 
1 ani risen, I will go before you into 
Cxalilee. But Peter said unto him, 
Although all shall be offended, yet 
will not L And Jesus saith unto 
lund, Verily I say unto thee, that 
this day, even in this night, before 
the cock crow twice, thou shalt 
d<my me thrice. But he spake the 
more vehemently. If I should die 
with thee, I will not deny thee in 
anywise. Likewise also said thev 
alL And they came to a place which 



saith to his disciples« Sit ye here, 
while I shall pray. And he taketh 
with him Peter, and James, and 
John, and began to be sore amazed, 
and to be very heavy ; and saith 
unto them, My soul is exceeding 
sorrowful unto death: tarry ye here 
and watch. And he went forward 
a little, and fell on the ground, and 

E rayed, that, if it were possible, the 
our might pass from him. And 
he said, Abba, Father, all thbgs 
are possible unto thee : take away 
this cup from me : nevertheless,, 
not what I will, but what thou wilt* 
And he cometh, and findelh them 
sleeping, and saith unto Peter, Si- 
mon, steepest thou ? couldest not 
thou watch one hour ? Watch ye> 
and pray, lest ye enter into temp- 
tation ; the spirit truly is ready, but 
the flesh is weak. And again he 
went away, and prayed, and spake 
the same words. And when he re- 
turned, he found them asleep again 
(for their eyes were heavy) ; nei- 
ther wist they what to answer him. 
And he cometh the third time, and 
saith unto them, Sleep on now, and 
take your rest : it is enough, the 
hour IS come ; l^ehold, the Son of 
man is betraved into the hands of 
sinners. Rise up, let us go : lo. he 
that betrayeth me is at hand. And 
immediately, while he yet spake, 
cometh Judas, one of the twelve, 
and with him a great multitude, 
with swords and staves, from the 
chief priests, and the scribes, and 
the elders. And he that betrayed 
him had given them a token, say- 
ing. Whomsoever I shall kiss, that 
same is he ; take him and lead him 
away safely. And as soon as he 
was come, ne goeth straightway to 
him, and saith. Master, Master: 
and kissed him. And they laid 
their hands on him, and took him. 
And one of them that stood by drew 
a sword, and smote a servant of the 
high priest, and cut off his ear. And 



was named Gethsemane: and he I Jesus answered and said unto th^mr 
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Are ye come out as against a thief, 
with swords and with staves, to 
take me ? I was daily with you in 
the temple, teaching, and ye took 
me not ; but the scriptures must be 
fulfilled. And they all forsook him, 
and fled. And there followed him 
a certain young man, having a linen 
cloth cast about his naked body ; 
and the young men laid hold on him. 
And he left the linen clodi, and 
fled from them naked. And they 
led Jesus away to the high priest : 
and with him were assembled all 
the chief priests, and the elders, 
and the scribes. And Peter follow- 
ed him afar off, even into the palsu^e 
of the high priest : and he sat with 
the servants, and warmed himself 
at the fire. And the chief priests, 
and all the council, sought for wit- 
ness against Jesus to put him to 
death ; and found none. (For many 
bare false witness against him, but 
their witness agreed not together.) 
And there arose certain, and bare 
false witness against him. saying. 
We heard him say, I will destroy 
this temple that is made with hands, 
and within three days I will build 
another made without hands. But 
neither so did their witness agree 
together. And the high priest stood 
up m the midst, and asked Jesus, 
saving^ Answerest thou nothing r 
what is it which these witness 
against thee ? But he held his peace, 
and answered nothing. Agahi 
the high priest asked him. and 
said unto him, Art thou the Christ, 
the Son of the Blessed ? And Jesus 
said, I am : and ye shall see the Son 
of man sitting on the right hand of 

Eower, and coming in the clouds of 
eaven. Then the high priest rent 
his clothes, and saith. What need 
we any further witnesses ? ye have 
heard the blasphemy : what think 
ye ? And they all condemned him 
to be guilty of death. And some 
began to spit on him, and to co- 
ver his fiure, and to buffet him, and 



to say unto hini. Prophesy. And 
the servants dia strike him with 
the pahns of their hands. And as 
Peter was beneath in the palace, 
there cometh one of the maids of 
the high priest ; and when she saw 
Peter warming himself, she looked 
upon him, and said. And thou also 
wast with Jesus of Nazareth. But 
he denied, saying,! know not, nei- 
ther understand I what thou sayest 
And he went out into the porch ; 
and the cock crew. And a maid 
saw him again, and besan to say to 
them that stood by, This is one of 
them. And he denied it again. 
And a little after, they that stood 
by said again to Peter, Surely thou 
art one of them ; for thou art a 
Galilean, and thy siieech agreeth 
thereto. But he began to curse 
and to swear, saying, I know not 
this man of whom ye speak. And 
the second time the cock crew. 
And Peter called to mind the word 
that Jesus said unto him, Before 
the cock crow twice, thou shalt 
deny me thrice. And when he 
tliought thereon he wept 

Tuesday before Easter. 
Far the EpisUe. Isaiah I. 5. 

THE Lord God hath opened 
mine ear, and I was not re- 
bellious, neither turned away back. 
I gave my back to the smitep, and 
my cheeks to them that plucked 
off the hair : I hid not my face 
from shame and spitting. For the 
Lord God will hem me, therefore 
shall I not be confounded ; there- 
fore have I set my face like a flint, 
and I know that I shall not be 
ashamed. He is near that Justifi- 
eth me; who will contend with 
me? let us stand together; who 
is mine adversary ? let him come 
near to me. Behold, the Lord 
God will help me ; who is he that 
shall condemn me P Lo, they all 
shall wax old as a garment: the 
moth shall eat them up. Who is 
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among joa that feareth the Lord, 
diat obeveth the voice of his servant, 
that walketh in darkness, and hath 
no light P let him trust in the name 
of the Lord, and stay upon his God. 
Behold, all ye that kindle a fire, 
that compass yourselves about with 
^arks ; walk in the light of vour 
fire, and in the sparks that ye have 
kindled. This shall ye have of mine 
hand, ye shall lie down in sorrow. 
Tlie Gospel. St Mark xv. 1. 

AND straightway in the morn- 
ing, the chief priests held a 
consultation with the elders and 
scribes, and the whole council, and 
bound Jesus,and carried him away, 
and delivered him to Pilate. And R- 
late asked him, Art thou the king of 
the Jews ? And he answering said 
unto him. Thou sayest it And the 
chief priests accused him of many 
things : but he answered nothing. 
And Pilate asked him again, say- 
ing, Answerest thou nothing? be- 
hold how many things they witness 
against thee. But Jesus yet an- 
swered nothing: so that Pilate 
marvelled. Now at that feast he 
released unto them, one prisoner, 
whomsoever they desired. And 
there was one named Barabbas, 
which lay bound with them that 
had made insurrection with him, 
who had committed murder in the 
insurrection. And the multitude, 
crjring aloud, began to desire him 
to do as he had ever done unto 
them. But Pilate answered them, 
sajring. Will ye that I release unto 
you the King of the Jews ? (For he 
knew that the chief priests had de- 
livered him for envy.) But the chief 
priests moved the people, that he 
should rather release Barabbas un- 
to them. And Pilate answered, and 
said again unto them. What will 
ye then that I shall do unto him 
whom ye call the King of the Jews ? 
And tfaey cried out aeain. Crucify 
him. Tnen Pilate said unto them. 
HVIiyy what evilbath he done ? Ana 



they cried out the more exceed- 
ingly. Crucify him. And so Pi- 
late, willinc to content the people, 
released Barabbas unto them: 
wd delivered Jesus, when he had 
scourged him, to be crucifi^. 
And the soldiers led him away in- 
to the hall, called Pretorium; bdA 
they called together the whole band* 
And they clothed him with purple, 
and platted a crown of thorns, ana 
put it about his head, and began to 
salute him. Hail, King of the Jews. 
And they smote him on the head 
with a reed, and did spit upon him. 
and bowing their knees worshippea 
him. And when they had mocked 
him they took off the purple from 
h]m,ana put his own clothes on him, 
and led him out to crucify him. 
And tliey compel one Simon^ aCy- 
renian, who passed by,commg out 
of the country, the father of Alex- 
ander and Rufus, to bear his cross. / 
And they bring him unto the place/ 
Golgotha,which is, being interpret- 
ed, the place of a skull. And they 
gave him to drink wine mingleci 
with myrrh : but he received it not 
And when they had crucified him, 
they parted his garments, casting 
lots upon them, what every man 
should take. And it was the third 
hour, and they crucified him. And 
the superscription of his accusation 
was written over, THE KING OF 
THE JEWS. And with him they 
crucify two thieves ; the one on his 
right hand, and the other on his left. 
And the scripture was fulfilled, 
which saith. And he w as number- 
ed with the transgressors. And they 
that passed by railed on him, wag- 
ing their heads, and saying. Ah, 
thou that destroyest the temple, 
and buildest it in three days, save . 
thyself, and come down from the * 
cross. Likewise also the chief 
priests mocking, said among them- 
selves, with the scribes. He saved 
others, himselfhe cannot save. Let 
Christ the King of Israel descend 
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now from the cross, that we may 
see and believe. And they that were 
crucified with him reviled him. 
And when the sixth hour was come, 
there was darkness over the whole 
land, until the uuith hour. And at 
the ninth hour, Jesus cried with a 
loud voice, s^ing, Elot^ 'Ehij lama 
sabachthanif wnich is, lieing in- 
terpreted. My God, my God, why 
l^t thou forsaken me ? And some 
,of them that stood by, when thev 
heard it, said. Behold, he calleth 
Elias. And one ran and filled a 
spunge full of vine^, andput it on 
a rec^d, and gave him to drink, say- 
inf, Let alone ; let us see whether 
Euas will come to take him down. 
And Jesus cried with a loud voice, 
and gave up the ghost. And Uie 
vail of the temple wasrent in twain* 
from the top to the bottom. And 
when the Centurion, which stood 
over against him, saw that he so 
died out, and gave up the ghost, 
he said, Truly this man was the 
Son of God. 



Wednesday bqfore Easter. 
The Epistle. Heb. ix. 16. 

WHERE a testament is, there 
must also of necessity be the 
death of the testator : for a testa- 
ment is of force after men are dead ; 
otherwise it is of no strength at all, 
whilst the testator liveth. Where- 
upon, neither the first testament 
was dedicated without blood. For 
when Moses had spoken every pre- 
cept to all the people, according to 
the law, he took the blood of calves 
and of goats, with water, and scarlet 
wool, and nyssop, and sprinkled 
both the book, and all the people, 
saying. This is the blood of the tes- 
tament which God hath enjoined 
unto ]^ou. Moreover, he spruikled 
likewise with blood botli the ta- 
bernacle, and all the vessels of the 
ministry. And almost all things 
are by the law pursed with blood ; 
and without shedding of blood is 



no remission. It was therefcne 
cessary that the patterns of things 
in the heavens should be purifiM 
with these ; but the heavenly things 
themselves with better sacrifices 
than these. For Christ is not en- 
tered into the holy places made 
with hands, which are the figures 
of the true ; but into heaven itself, 
now to appear in the presence of 
God for us: nor yet that he should 
offer himself often, as the high 
priest entereth into the holy place 
every year with blood of others j 
(for then must he often have suf- 
fered since the foundation of the 
world) but now once, in the end 
of the world, hath he appeared to 
put away sin by the sacrifice of 
himself. And as it is appcunteid 
unto men once to die, but after this 
the judgment : so Christ was once 
offered to bear the sins of many ; 
and unto them that look for him 
shall he appear the second time, 
without sin, unto salvation. ^^ 
The Gospel St Luke xxiL 1. 
OW the feast of unleaven- 
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^ ^ ed bread drew nigh, which is 
called the Passover. And the chief 
priests and scribes sought how they 
might kill him ; for they feared the 

Seople. Then entered Satan into 
udas, sumamed Iscariot, being of 
the number of the twelve. Aiufhe 
went his wa^jr, and communed with 
the chief priests and captains how 
he might betray him unto them. 
And they were glad, and covenant- 
ed to give him money. And he 
promi^, and sought opportimity 
to betray him unto them m the ab- 
sence of the multitude. Then 
came the day of unleavened bread, 
when the passover must be killed. 
And he sent Peter and John, say- 
ing, Go, and prepare us the pass- 
over, that we may eat And they 
said unto him, Where wilt thou 
that we prepare ? And he said un- 
to them, Behold, when ye are en- 
tered into the city, there shall a 
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man meet you bearing a pitcher of 
water ; follow him into the house 
where he entereth in. And ve 
shall say unto the good man of the 
house, The Master saith unto thee. 
Where is the guest-chamber, where 
I shall eat the passover with my 
disciples ? And he shall show you 
a large upper room furnished : 
there make ready. And they went 
and found as he Imd said unto 
them ; and they made ready the 
passover. And when the hour 
was come, he sat down, and the 
twelve Apostles with him. And 
fae said iinto them, with desire I 
have desired to eat this passover 
with you before I suffer. For I say 
unto you, I will not any more eat 
thereof, until it be fulfilled in the 
kingdom of God. And he took the 
cup, and gave thanks, and said. 
Take this, and divide it amcmc 
yourselves. For I say unto you, i 
will not drink of the fruit of the 
vine, until the kingdom of God 
shall come. And he took bread, 
and gave thanks, and brake it, ana 
gave unto them, saying. This is 
my body^ which is given for you : 
this do m remembrance of me. 
Likewise also the cup after sup- 
per, saying. This cup is the new 
testament m my blood, which is 
shed for you. But behold, the 
hand of him that betrayeth me is 
with me on the table. And truly 
the Son of man goetli as it was 
determined ; but woe unto that 
man by whom he is betrayed. And 
they began to inauire among them- 
selves, which of them it was that 
should do this thmg. And there 
was also a strife among them, 
which of them should be account- 
ed the greatest. And he said unto 
them, The kings of the Gentiles 
exercise lordship over them ; and 
they that exercise authority upon 
them are called benefactors. But 
ye shall not be so : but he that is 
greateirt; among you, let hun be as 



the younger ; and he that is chief, 
as he that doth serve. For wheth- 
er is greater, he that sitteth at meat, 
or he that serveth ? is not he that 
sitteth at meat ? But I am among 
you as he that serveth. Ye are 
they which have continued with 
me in my temptations. And I ap- 
point unto you a kingdom, as my 
rather hath appointed unto me: 
that y;e may eat and drink at my 
table in my kingdom, and sit on 
thrones, judging the twelve tribei 
of Israel. And the Lord said. Si- 
mon, Simon, behold, Satan nath 
desired to have you, that he may 
sift you as wheat : but I have pray- 
ed for thee, that thy faith fiul 
not ; and when thou art converted, 
strengthen thy brethren. And he 
said unto him, Lord, I am ready 
to £o with thee both into prison 
and to death. And he said, I tell 
thee, Peter, the cock shaU not 
crow this day, before that thoa 
shalt thrice deny that thou know- 
est me. And he said unto them, 
When I sent you without purse, 
and scrip, and shoes^ lacked ye 
any thin§ ? And they said. Nothing. 
Then said he unto them. But now 
he that hath a purse, let him take 
it, and likewise his scrip : and he 
that hath no sword, let him sell his 
garment and buy one. For I say 
unto you, that this that is written 
must yet be accomplished in me. 
And he was reckoned among the 
transgressors : for the things con- 
cerning me have an end. And 
they said. Lord, behold, here are 
two swords. And he said unto 
them. It is enough. And he came 
out, and went, as he was wont, to 
the mount of Olives ; and his ois- 
cinles also followed* him. And 
wnen he was at the place, he said 
unto them. Pray that ye enter not 
into temptation. And he was with- 
drawn from them about a stone's 
cast, and kneeled down, and pray- 
ed, saying, Father, if thou be wil- 
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ling,' remove this cup from me: 
neyeitbeless, not my will, but thine 
be done. And there appeared an 
angel unto him from heaven, 
strengthening him. And being in 
an agony, he prayed more ear- 
nestly; and his sweat was as it 
were great drops of blood falling 
down to the ground. And when 
he rose up from prayen and was 
come to his disciples, he found them 
sfeeping for sorrow ; and said un- 
to them. Why sleep ye ? rise and 
pray, lest ye enter into temptation. 
And while he yet spake, behold, 
a multitude, and he that was call- 
ed Judas, one of the twelve, went 
before them, and drew near unto 
Jesus to kiss him. But Jesus said 
unto him, Judas^ betrayest thou the 
Son of man with a kiss ? When 
they which were about him saw 
what would follow, they said unto 
him. Lord, shall we smite with the 
sword ? and one of them smote the 



his right far. And Jesus answered 
and said, Suffer ye thus far. And he 
toudied his ear, and healed him. 
Then Jesus said unto the chief 
priests and captains of the temple, 
and the elders which were come to 
him. Be je come out as against a 
thiet, with swords and staves ? 
When I w as daily with you in the 
temple, ye stretched forth no hands 
against me : but this is your hour, 
and the power of darkness. Then 
took they him, and led him, and 
brought him into the high priest's 
house. And Peter followed afar off. 
And when thev had kindled a fire in 
die midst of the hall, and were set 
ifewn together, Peter sat down 
amone them. But a certain maid 
beheld him, as he sat by the fire, and 
earnestly looked upon him^d said. 
Tins man was also with him. And 
he denied him, saying. Woman, I 
know him not And after a little 
while another saw him, and said, 
Thouartalsoof them. And Peter

said, Man, I am not Andaboutthe 
ofonehourafter,anothercoii- 
dently affirmed, saying.Of a truth, 
this fellow also was with him ; for he 
is a Galilean. And Peter said, Man, 
I know not what thou sayest And 
immediately, while he yet spake, 
the cock crew. And the Lord turn- 
ed, and looked upon Peter ; and Pe- 
ter remembered the word of the 
Lord, how he had said unto him, 
Before the cock crow, thou sbalt 
deny me thrice. And Peter w ent 
out and wept bitterly. And the men 
that held Jesus, mocked him, and 
smote him. And when they had 
blindfold^ him« they struck him 
on the face, and asked him, say- 
ing. Prophesy, who is it that smote 
thee ? And many other things blas- 
phemously spake they acainst him. 
And, as soon as it was day, the elr 
ders of the people, and the chief 
priests, and the scribes, came to* 
gether, and led him into their coun- 



servant ofthe high priest, and cutoff cil, saying. Art thou ihe Christ? 



Tell us. And he said unto them,^ 
If I tell you, ye will not believe: 
And if I also ask you, ye will not 
answer me, nor let me go. Here- 
after shall the Son of man sit on 
the ri^t hand of the power of 
God. Then said they all. Art Apa 
then the Son of God ? And he ^ud 
unto them. Ye say that I am. Aiul 
they said, What need we any fur- 
ther witness? for we ourselves 
have heard of his own mouth. 



Thursday before Easter. 
The Epistle. 1 Cor. xi. 17. 

IN this that I declare unto you, I 
praise you not; that you come 
together not for the better, but for 
the worse. For first of all, when 
ye come together m the Church, I 
hear that there be divisions among 
you ; and I partly believe it For 
there must be also heresies amon£ 
you, that they which are approved 
may be made manifest among you. 
When ye come tc^ether therefore 
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iaio one place, this b not to eat the 
Lmil's Supper. For, in eating, 
every one taketh before other his 
ownsupper: and one is hungry, and 
another is drunken* Wlmt, nave 
ye not houses to eat and to drink in ? 
'or den>ise ye die Church of God. 
and shame them that have notr 
What shall I ny to you? shall I 
nraise vou in this ? Ipraiseyounot 
ror I have receivea of the Lord 
that which also I delivered unto 
you, That the Lord Jesus, the same 
Bight in which he was oetrayed, 
took bread ; and when he had given 
thankSf he brake it, and said, Take, 
eat; this is m^ boc^jr, which is bro- 
bni for you : tms do m remembrance 
ofme. After the same manner also 
he took the cup. when he had sup- 
ped, saying, Tnis cup is the new 
traitamrnt m my blood : this do ye, 
is oft asye drink iL in remembrance 
efnie. For as often as ye eat this 
bnead, and drink this cup, ye do 
ahow the L<Mrd's death dU be come. 
Wherefore, whosoever shall eat this 
bread, ana drink this cup of the 
Lordunworthilv, shall be guilty of 
the body and blood of the Lord. 
But let a man examine himself, and 
so let him eat of that bread, and 
drink of that cup. Forhethateateth 
and drinketh un worthily,eateth and 
dnnketh damnation to himself, not 
discerning the Lord's body. For 
this cause many are weak and sick- 
ly among you, and many sleep. For 
if we would judge ourselves, we 
should not be judged. But when 
we are judged, we are chastened of 
the Lord,that we should not be con- 
demned vnth the world. Where- 
fixe, my brethren, when ye come to- 

Eher to eat, tarry one for another, 
d if any man hunger, let him eat 
athome ; wat ye come not together 
unto condaoonation. And the rest 
will I set in order when 1 come. 
jH^g Gospel. St Luke xxiii. 1. 
r I iHE whole multitude of them 
-L arose, and led him unto Pilate.

And they began to accuse him, say- 
ing. We found this fellow pervert- 
ing the nation, and forbidding to 
E've tribute to Caesar, saying, that 
} himself is Christ a kins. And 
Pilate asked him, saying. Art thou 
the King of the Jews ? Andheao- 
swered nim, and said, Thou sayest 
it. Then said Pilate to the chief 
priests and to the people,! find no 
fault in this man. And they wen 
the more fierce, saj^ing, He stirreA 
up the people, teaching throujgbput 
aU Jewry, beginning fir<»n Cralibe 
to this place. When Pilate heard 
of Galilee, he asked whsth^ the. 
man were a Galilean. And assooA 
as he knew that he belonged unto 
Herod's jurisdiction, he sent him 
to Herod, who hiinself was sdso at 
Jerusalem at that time. And when 
Herod saw Jesus,he was exceeding 
glad; 6>r he was desirous to see 
him of a long seascHi,becaose he had 
heard many things of him; and he 
hoped to have seen some miracle 
done by him. Then he questioiied' 
with him in many words; but he 
answered him nothing. And the 
chief priests and scribes stood and 
vehemently accused him. And 
Herod with his men of war set him 
at nought, and mocked him, smd ar- 
rayed him in a gorgeous robe, and 
sent him again to Pilate. And the 
same day Pilate and Herod were 
made friends together; for before, 
they were at enmity between them- 
selves. And Pilate, when he had 
called together the chief priests, 
and the rulers, and the people, sua 
unto them. Ye have brought tlUai 
man unto me, as one that pervert- 
eth the people : and behold, I, hav« 
ing examined him before you, have 
found no fault in this man, touching 
those things wheieof ye Bcame 
him : No, nor yet Herod : for I sent 
you to him : and lo, nothing wor^ 
thy of death is done unto him.

THE law having a shadow of 
good things to come, and not 
the very image of the things, can 
never, with tiiose sacrifices which 
they offered year by year continu- 
ally, make the comers thereunto 
penect For then, would they not 
nave ceased to be offered ? because 
that the worshippers, once purged, 
should have hadnomore conscience

of sins. But in those sacrifices there 
is a remembrance again made of 
sins every year. For it is not pos- 
sible that the blood of bulls and 
of goats should take away sins. 
Wherefore, when he cometh inta 
the world, he saith, Sacrifice and 
offering thou wouldest not, but a 
body hast thou prepared me: In 
burnt-offerings and sacrifices for 
sin thou hast had no pleasure: 
Then said I, Lo, I come (in the 
volume of the book it is written 
of me) to do thy will, O God, 
Above, when he said. Sacrifice, 
and offering, and burnt-offerings, 
and offering for sin, thou wouldest 
not, neither hadst pleasure thereiui 



holy Church, that every member of which are offered by the law ; Then 



said he, Lo, I come to do thy will, 
O God. He taketh away the first, 
that he may establish the second. 
By the which will we are sanctified, 
through the offering of the body oi 
Jesus Christ once for all. And eve- 
ry priest standeth daily ministering 
and offering oftentimes the same 
sacrifices, which can never take 
away sins. But this man, after 
he had offered one sacrifice forsinsL 
for ever sat down on the right hana 
of God ; from henceforth expect- 
ing till his enemies be made his 
footstool. For by one offering he 
hath perfected for ever them that 
are sanctified : whereof the Holy 
Ghost also is a witness to us : for 
after that he had said before. This 
is the covenant that I will make 
with them after those days, saith 
the Lord ; I will put ray laws into 
their hearts, and in their minds 
will I }vrite them ; and their sins 
and iniquities will I remember no 
more. Now^ wJiere remission of 
tiicse is, diere is no more offering for 
sin. Having, therefore, brethren, 
boldness to enter into the holiest 
by the blood of Jesus, by a new 
and living way, which he hath 
consecratra for us 'through the 
vail, that is to say, his flesh ; and 
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havingBD high priest over the house 
of Gm ; let us draw near with a 
trae heart, in full assurance of faith, 
having our hearts sprinkled from 
an evu conscience, and our bodies 
washed with pure vpter. Let us 
hold fast the profession of our faith 
without waverinc ; (for he is faith- 
ful that promised;) and let us con- 
sider one another to provoke unto 
love, and to good works ; not for- 
saking the assembling of ourselves 
together, as the manner of some is ; 
but exhcNting one another : and so 
much the more, as ye see the day 
approaching. 
The GospeL St John xix. 1 . 

PILATE therefore took Jesus, 
and scourged him. And tlie 
soldiers platted a crown of thorns, 
and put It on his head, and they put 
on him a purple robe, and said. 
Hail, King of the Jews ! and thej 
smote him with their hands. Pi- 
late therefore went forth again, and 
saith unto them. Behold, I bring 
him forth to you, that ye may know 
that I find no fauk in him. Then 
came Jesus forth, wearing the 
crown of thorns, and the purple 
mbe. And Pilate saith unto them, 
Behdd the man. When the chief 
priests therefore and officers saw 
mm^ they cried out, saying. Cruci- 
fy him, crucify him. Piinte saith 
unto them. Take ve him, and cru- 
cify him ; for I find no fault in him. 
The Jews answered him. We have 
a law, and by our law he ousjit to 
die, because he made himself the 
Son of God. When Pilate there- 
fore heard that saying, he was the 
more afraid ; and went a^n into 
the judgment-hall, and saith unto 
Jesus, Whence art thou? But Je- 
sus gave him no answer. Then 
saith Pilate unto him, Speakest 
thou not unto me ? Knowest thou 
not that I have power to crucify 
ihee, and have power to release 
thee ? Jesus answered. Thou could- 
en have no power at all agnostant 



except it were given thee from 
above ; therefore he that delivered 
me unto thee hath the ereater sin. 
And from thenceforth Pilate sou^t 
to release him : but the Jews cned 
out, saying, Ii thou let this man 
ep. thou art not Cesar's friend : 
Wliosoever maketh himself a king, 
speaketh against Csesar. Wh^ 
Pilate therefore heard that saying, 
he brought Jesus forth, and sat 
down in the judanent-seat, in a 

Elace that is called the Pavement, 
ut in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. 
And it was the preparation of the 
passover, and about the sixth houiu 
and he saith unto the Jews^ Behold 
your King. But they cned out» 
Away with him, away with him, 
crucify him. rilate saith untb 
them. Shall I crucify your Kiiifi: ? 
The chief priests answered. We 
have no king but Csesar. Then 
delivered he him therefore unto 
them to be crucified: and thqr 
took Jesus, and led him away. 
And he, bearing his cross, weaat 
forth into a place called the jdaoe 
of a skull, which is called in the 
Hebrew Golgotha; where ibej 
crucified him, and two others with 
him, on either side one, and Jesus 
in the midst. And Pilate wrote a 
title, and put it on the cross ; and 
tlie writing was, JESUS OF NA- 
ZARETH, THE KING OF 
THE JEWS. This tide then 
read many of the Je\ivs ; for the 
place where Jesus was cxucified 
was nigh to the city ; and it was 
written* in Hebrew, and Greek, 
and Latin. Then said the chief 
priests of the Jews to Pilate, Write 
not, The King of the Jews ; but 
that he said, I am King of the 
Jews. Pilate answered. What I 
have written, I have written. Then 
the soldiers, when they had cruci- 
fied Jesus, took his garments, (and 
made four parts, to ever}' soldier a 
part) and also his coat : now the 
coat was without seam, woven 
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firom the top throughout They 
lidd therefore among themselves, 
Let us not rend it, but cast lots for 
it, whose it shall be : that the Scrip- 
ture might be fulfilled, which saitb. 
They parted my raiment among 
them, and for my vesture they did 
cast lots. These things therefore 
the soldiers did. Now there stood 
by the cross of Jesus, his mother, 
and his mother's sister, Marv the 
wife of Cleophas, and Mary Mag- 
dalene. When Jesus, therefore, 
saw his mother, and the disciple 
standing by whom he loved,he saith 
unto his mother, Woman, behold 
thy son. Then saith he to the dis- 
ciple. Behold thy mother. And 
from that hour that disciple took 
her unto his own home. After 
this, Jesus knowing that all things 
were now accomplished, that the 
Scripture might be fulfilled, saith, 
I thirst. Now there was set a ves- 
sel full of vinegar : and thcv filled 
a S|>unge with vinegar, and put it 
ujKMi hysscH), and put it to bis 
mouth. When Jesus, therefore, 
hsul received the vinegar, he said, 
It is finished : and he howe<l his 
head, and gave uf) the ghost. The 
Jews, therefore, l)e<*^iisc^ it was the 
pre|)aration, that the bodies sboukl 
not remain u|Kin the cross on the 
sahliath-<lay, (tor that sablmh-day 
was an high (lay) biosought Pilate 
that their legs might lie broken, 
and that they nii^ht lie taken away. 
Then came the soldiers and brake 
the legs of the first, and of the other 
which was crucified with him. But 
when thoy came to Jesus, and saw 
that lie was dead already, they 
brake not his legs. But one of the 
soldiers with a s|)ear pierced his 
acle, and forthwith came thereout 
blood and water. And he that saw 
it harevce^ni, and his record is 
true : and he kuo wetli that he saith 
true, that ye might believe. For 
tiiese thingn were done, that the 
Scripture ihould be fiufilled, A 
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bone of him shall not^ be broken. 
And again another Scripture saith, ^ 
They shall look on him whom they * 
pierced.

For Christ 
also hath once suffered for sins^ the 
just for the uinust, (that he might 
bring us to God) being put to dt^ith 
in the flesh, but quickened by the 
spirit : bv which also he went and 
preached imto the spirits in prison; 
which sometime were disobedient, 
when once the long-suflering of 
God waited in the days of Noah, 
while the ark was a ^reparin^; 
wherein few, that is, eifdit souls, 
were saved by water. The like 
figure whereunto, even Baptism, 
doth also now save us (not the put- 
ting away the filth ot the fleshy 
but the answer of a good cov-> 
science towards God) by the resur- 
rection of Jesus Christ :^ Who is 
gone into heaven, and is on the 
right hand of God ; angels, and bj^ 
thorities, and powers, oeing made 
sulyect unto hun. 
The Gosuel St Matt xxviL 57. 

WHEN the even wa3 come, 
there came a rich man of Ar» 
imathea, named Joseph, who alao 
himself was Jesus' msciple : He 
went to Pilate, and be«ged the 
body of Jesus. Then Pilate cojii- 
mf^ndffd the hodv to be dfiliyeradf 
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And when Joseph had taken the 
body, he wrappra it in a clean lin- 
en cloth, and Isud it in his own new 
tomb, which he had hewn out in 
the rock : and he rolled a great 
stone to the door of the sepulchre, 
and departed. And there was Ma- 
ry Magdalene, and the other Mary, 
sitting over against the sepulchre. 
Now the next day that followed the 



da^ of the preparation, the chief opened unto us the gate of ever- 



pnests and Pharisees came to- 
gether unto Pilate, saying, Sir, we 
remember that that deceiver said, 
while he was yet alive. After three 
days I will rise again. Command 
therefore that the sepulchre be 
made sure until the third day, lest 
his disciples come by night, and 
steal him away, and say unto the 
people. He is risen from the dead ; 
so tne last error shall be worse than 
the first. Pilate said unto them. Ye 
have a watch ; go your way, make 
it as sure as you can. So they went 
and made the sepulchre sure, seal- 
ing the stone, and setting a watch.

Then conieth Simon 
Peter following him, and went into 
the sepulchre, and seeth the linen 
clothes lie : and the napkin ttiat 
was about nis head not lying witli 
the linen clothes, but wrapped to- 
gether in a place by itself. Then 
went in also that other disciple 
which came first to the sepulchre, 
and he saw, and believed. For as 
yet they knew not the Si;ripture, 
that he must rise agaui from the 
dead. Then the disciples went 
away again unto their own home.

The word 
which God sent unto the children 
of Israel^ preaching peace by Je- 
sus Christ; (he is Lord of all:) 
that word, I my^ ye know, which 



was published throu^out all Ju- 
dea, and began from Galilee, after 
the baptism which John preached : 
How God anointed Jesus of Naza- 
reth with the Holy Ghost, and with 
power; who went about doing 
good, and healing all that were op- 
pressed of the devil : for God was 
widi him. And we are witnesses 
of all things which he did, both in 
the land of the Jews, and in Je- 
rusalem; whom they slew, and 
hammed on a tree. Him God raised 
up t1io third day, and showed him 
oi)ei]ly ; not to all the people, but 
unto witnesses chosen liefore of 
GckI, even to us, who did eat and 
drink with him after he rose from 
the dccul. And he commanded us 
to preach unto the i)eople, and to 
testify that it is he who was ordain- 
ed of God to be the jud^e of auick 
and dead. To him give all the 
prophets witness, that through his 
name, whosoever believeth in him, 
shall receive remission of sins.

BEHOLD, two of his disciples 
went that same day to a village 
called Emmaus, which was from 
Jerusalem about threescore fur- 
longs. And they talked together 
of all these things which had hap- 
pened. And it came to pass, that 
while they communed to^^ther, 
and reasoned, Jesus himseli drew 
near, and went with them. But 
their eyes were liolden, that thqr 
should not know him. And he 
said unto them. What manner oi 
communications are these that ye 
have one to another, as ye walki 
and are sad ? And one of them, 
whose name was Cleopas, answer- 
uig, said unto him. Art thou only 
a stranger in Jerusalem, and hast 
not known tiie things which are 
come to ])ass there in these days ? 
And he said unto them. What 
things ? And they said unto him. 
Concerning Jesus of Nazareth4 
who was a prophet mighty in deed 
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and word, before God and all the 
people: Arid how the diiefimests 
and our rulers delivered hhn to be 
condemned to death, and have 
(irucified him. But we trusted that 
it had been he who should have 
redeemed Israel : and beside^ all 
this, tonday is the third day since 
these thinp were done. Yea, and 
certain women also of our compa- 
ny made us astonished, who were 
early at the sepulchre ; and when 
they found not his bodv, they came, 
sajrmg, that they had also seen a 
vision of angels, which^ said that 
he was alive. And certain of them 
who were with us went to the 
sepulchre, and found it even so as 
the women had said; but him 
they saw not Then he said unto 
them, O foob. and slow of heart 
to believe all that the prophets 
Inve spoken ! ought not Christ to 
have suffered these things, and to 
enter into his gloiy ? And begin- 
ning at Moses and all the prophets, 
he expounded unto them m all the 
Scriptures, the things concerning 
himself. And they drew nigh un- 
to the village whither they went : 
and he made as though he would 
have gone further : But they con- 
abrained him, saying. Abide with 
us ; for it is towards evening, and 
the day is fan spent. And he went 
in to tarry with them. And it came 
to pass, as he sat at meat with them. 
he took bread, and blessed it, ana 
brake, and gave to them. And their 
eyes were opened, and they knew 
itoi, and he vanished out of their 
aUit And they said one to an- 
dtner. Did not our heart burn with- 
m us, when he talked with us by the 
wa]^, and while he bpened to us the 
Scriptures ? And they rose up the 
same' hour, and returned to Jerusa- 
lem, and found the eleven gathered 
together, and them that were with 
them, saying, The Lord is risen 
indeed, and hath appeared unto Si- 
ami. And th^ told what things 



were done in the way, and how 
he was known of them in break- 
ing of bread.

S'veness of sins: And by him all 
at believe are justified from all 
things, from which ye could not be 
justified by the law of Moses. Be- 
ware, therefore^ lest that come up- 
cm you which is spoken of in the 
pr(q[)hets, Behold, ve despisers, and 
wonder, and perish : for I work a 
work in ]four da^s, a work which 
you shdl in no wise believe, though 
a man declare it unto you.

THERE was a man of the Pha- 
risees, named Nicodemus, a 
ruler of the Jews: The same came 
to Jesus by night, and said unto him, 
Rabbi, we know that thou art a 
teacher come from God: For no 
man can do these miracles that thou 
doest, except God he with him. 
Jesus answered and said unto him. 
Verily, verily, I say unto thee,. ex- 
cept a man be born a^in, he caimot 
see the kuigdom of God. Nicode- 
mus saidi unto him. How can a man 
be bom when he is old ? can he en- 
ter thg second time uito his mo- 
ther's ^omb, and be bom? Jesus 
answered. Verily, verily, I say unto 
tliee, excejjt a man be born of w a- 
ter, and of the spirit, he cannot en- 
ter into the kingdom of Go(]. That 
which is born of the flesh, is flesh; 
and that which is born of the Spirit, 
is spirit. jNlarvel not tiiat I Siiid 
unto thee, ye must be torn a^ain'. 
The wind blow eth where it listeth, 
and thouhcarest the sound thereof, 
but canst not tell whence itconieth, 
and whither it goeth; so is every 
one tliat is born of the Spirit. Ni- 
codemus answered and said unto 
him, How can these things \ye ? Je- 
sus juisw ered and said unto him. 
Art thou a master of Israel, and 
knowest not these thing,s? :Veri- 
ily, verily, 1 sny nnto thee, wel^peak 
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that we do know, and testify that 
we have seen ; and ye receive not 
our witness. If I have told you 
earthly things, and ye believe not ; 
how shall ve believe, if I tell you of 
heavenly things? And no man hath 
ascended up to heaven, but he that 
came down from heaven, even the 
Son of man^ who is in heaven. And 
as Moses lifted up the serpent in 
the wildeniess, even so must the 
Son of man be lifted up ; that who- 
soever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have eternal life. 

The first Sunday after Trinity. 
The Collect. 

OGOD, the strength of all those 
who put their trust in thee, 
mercifully accept our prayers ; and 
because, through the weakness of 
our mortal nature, we can do no 
good thing without thee, ^rant us 
Uie help of thy grace, that m keep- 
ing thy commandments we may 
please thee, both ui will and deed, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. 

The Emstle. 1 John iv. 7. 

BELO V ED, let us love one an- 
other : for love is of God, and 
every one that loveth is born of God, 
and knoweth God. He that loveth 
not, knoweth not God ; for God is 
love. In this was manifested the 
love of God towards us, because 
that God sent his only begotten 
Son into the world, that we might 
live through him. Herein is love, 
not that we loved God, but that he 
loved us, and sent his Son to be the 
propitiation for our sins. Beloved, 
if God so loved us, we ought also 
to love one another. No man hath 
seen God at any time. If we love 
one another, God dwelleth in us, 
and his love is perfected in us. 
Hereby know we that we dwell in 
him, and he in us: because he hath 

given us of his Spirit And we 
ave seen and do testify, that the 
Father sent the Son to be the Sa- 



viour of the world. Whosoever 
shall confess that Jesus is the Son 
of God. God dwelleth in him, and 
he in God. And we have known 
and believed the love that God 
hath to us. God is love ; and he 
that dwelleth in love, dwelleth in 
God, and God in him. Herein is 
our love made i)erfect, that we may 
have boldness in the day of judg- 
ment ; because as he is, so are we 
in this world. There is no fear in 
love ; but perfect love casteth out 
fear : because fear hath torment : 
He that feareth, is not made perfect 
in love. We love him, because he 
first loved us. If a man say, I love 
God, and hateth his brother, he is 
a liar : for he that loveth not his 
brother, whom he hath seen, how 
can he love God^ whom he hath 
not seen P And this commandment 
have we from him, that he who 
loveth God, love his brother also. 
The Gowel St Luke xvi. 19. 

THERE was a cerUdn rich man, 
who was clothed in purple and 
fine linen, and fared sumptuously 
every day. And there was a cer- 
tain beggar, named Lazarus, who 
was laid at his gate, full of sores ; 
and desiring to be fed with the 
crumbs which fell from the rich 
man's table : moreover, the do^ 
came and licked his sores. And it 
came to pass that the beggar died, 
and was carried by the angels into 
Abraham's bosom : the nch man 
also died, and was buried : and in 
hell he lifted up his eyes, being in 
torments, and seeth Abraham alar 
off, and Lazarus in his bosom. And 
he cried, and said,Father Abraham, 
have mercy on me, and send Laza- 
rus, that he may dip the tip of his 
finger in water, and cool my tongue, 
for I am tormented in this flame. 
But Abraham said. Son, remember 
that thou in thy life-time receivedst 
thy good things, and likewise Laza- 
rus evil things ; but now he is com- 
forted, and thou art tormented. 
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And besides all this, between us 
and you there is a s reat gulph fix- 
ad : so that they who would pass 
from hence to you cannot ; neither 
can they pass to us that would come 
from thence. Then he said, I pray 
thee therefore, father, that thou 
wouldest send him to my father's 
house ; for I have five brethren : 
that he may testify unto them, lest 
they also come into this place of 
torment Abraham saith unto him, 
They have Moses and the Pro- 

Chets ; let them hear them. And 
e said, Nay, father Abraham ; but 
if one went unto them from the 
dead, they will repent And he 
said unto him. If they hear not 
Moses and the Prophets, neither 
will they be persuaded, though one 
rose from the dead. 



The second Sunday qfter Trinity. 
The Collect. 

OLORD, who never failest to 
help and govern those whom 
thou dost bring up in thy steadfast 
fesT and love ; keep us, we beseech 
thee, under the protection of thy 
eooa providence, and make us to 
nave a perpetual fear and love of 
thv holy name, through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. Amen. 
The l^stle. 1 John iii. 13. 

MARVEL not, my brethren, if 
the world hate vou. We know 
that we have passed from death unto 
life, because we love the brethren. 
He that loveth not his brother, 
abideth in death.^ Whosoever 
hateth his brother, is a murderer : 
and ye know that no murderer 
hath eternal Ufe abiding in him. 
Hereby perceive we the love of 
'God. because he laid down his 
life tor us : and we ought to lay 
dovm our lives for the brethren. 
But whoso hath this wcH'Id's good, 
and seeth his brother have need, 
andshutteth up his bowels of com- 
passion from him ; how dwelledi 
the love of God in him ? My lit- 
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tie children, let us not love in word, 
neither in tongue ; but in deed, ana 
in truth. And hereby we know that 
we are of the truth, and^ shall as- 
sure our hearts before him. For 
if our heart condemn us, God is 
greater than our heart, and know- 
eth 2dl things. Beloved, if our 
heart condemn us not, then have 
we confidence towards God. And 
whatsoever we ask. we receive of 
him, because we keep his com- 
mandments, and do those things 
that lure pleasing in his sight Am 
this is nis commandment, That 
we should believe on the name of 
his Son Jesus Christ, and love one 
another, as he gave us command- 
ment. And he that keepeth his 
commandments, dwelleth in him, 
and he in him : and hereby we 
know, that he abideth in us, by the 
Spirit which he hath given us. 
The Gospel St Lukexiv. 16. 

A CERTAIN man made a great 
supper, and bade man^ ; and 
sent his servant at supper-time, to 
say to them that were bidaen, 
Come, for all things are now rea- 
dy. And thev all with one consent 
began to make excuse : The first 
said unto him, I have bought a 
piec^ of ground, and I must needs 
go and see it; I prav thee have me 
excused : And another said, I have 
bought five yoke of oxen, and I go 
to prove them : I pray thee have 
me excused : And another said, I 
have married a wife, and therer 
fore I cannot come. So that ser- 
vant came, and showed his kml 
these things.

Lord, it is 
done as thou hastcommandea, and 
yet there is room. And the lord 
said unto the servant. Go out into 
the highways and hedgesi and ooiKi* 
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pel them to come in, that my house 
may be filled : for 1 say unto you, 
that none of those men which were 
bidden shall taste of my supper.

Rejoice vnth me, 
for I hav4^ found the piece which 
I had lost Likewise, I say unto 
you. there is joy in tfie presence 
of tne angels of God over one sin- 
ner that repenteth.

Either liow 
canst thou say to thy brother, Bro- 
ther, let me pull out the mole tliat 
is in thine eye, when lliou thyself 
beholdcst not the iK'am that is in 
thine own eye .'' Thou hypocrite, 
cast out first tlie beam out of tliiiie 
owu eye, and then shatt thou see 
clearly to pull out the mote that is 
in thy brother's eye.

KNOW ye not that so many of 
us as were baptized into Je- 
sus Christ, were baptized into his 
d^th ?^ Therefore we are buried 
with him by baptism into death ; 
that like as Christ was raised up 
from the dead by the glory of the 
Father, even so we also should 
walk in newness of life. For if 
we have been planted together in 
the likeness of his death, we shall 
be also in the likeness of his resur- 
rection : Knowing this, that our old 
man is crucified with him, that the 
body of sin might be destroyed, that 
henceforth we should not serve sin. 
For he that is dead, is fireed firom 
sin. Now^f we be dead with Christ, 
we believe that we shall also live 
with him« knowing that Christ be- 
ing raised from the dead, dieth no

For in that he 
died, he died unto sin once ; but in 
that he liveth, he liveth unto God. 
Likewise reckon ye also yourselves 
to be dead indeed unto sin : but 
alive unto God, through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. 

The Gospel. St. Matt v. 20. 

JESUS said unto his disciples. 
Except your righteousness shall 
exceed tne righteousness of the 
Scribes and Pharisees, ^e shall in 
no case enter into the kingdom of 
heaven. Ye have heard that it was 
said by them of old time, Thou shalt 
not kill ; and whosoever shall kill, 
shall be in danger of the judgment 
But I say unto you. that whosoever 
is angry with his brother without 
a cause, shall be in danger of the 
judgment : and whosoever shall 
say to his brother, Raca, shall be 
in danger of the council : but who- 
soever shall say.

Verily I say unto thee, 
thou shalt by no means come out 
thence, till thou hast paid the ut- 
termost farthing.

IN those days the midtltude be- 
ing very great, and having no- 
thing to eat, Jesus called his dis- 
ciples unto him, and saith unto 
them, I have comiiassion on the 
multitude, because they have now 
been with me three davs, and have 
nothiiie to eat ; and if I send them 
away tasting to their own houses, 
they will faint by the way : for 
diversofthemcame fromfar. And 
his disciples answered him^ From 
whence can a man satistv these 
men with bread here in tlic wil- 
derness ? And lie asked tliem, How 
many loaves have ye ? And they 
said, Seven. And he commanded 
the people to sit down on the 
ground : and he took the seven 
loaves, and gave thanks, and brake, 
and gave to his disciples to set be- 
fore them ; and they did set them 
before the people. And they had a 
few small 5ahes; and he blessed, 
and commanded to set them also 
before them. So they did eat, and 
were tilled ; and they took up of 
the broken meat that was left, se- 
^ •' ven baskets. And the}' that tiad 



eaten were about- four- thousand. 

And he sent them away.

Forasmany 
as are led by tlie Spirit of God, they 
are the sons of God. For ye have 
not received the spirit of bondage 
again to fear ; but ye have received 
the spirit of adoptioUjWhereb^ we 
crv, Abba, Father. The Spirit k- 
self beareth witness with our spirit, 
that we are the children of God. 
And if children, then heirs ; heirs 
of God, and joint heirs with Christ : 
if so be that we sufler with him, 
that we may be also glorified to- 
gether. 
The Gospel. St. Matt. vii. 1 5. 

BEWARE of false prophets, 
which come to you in sheep's 
clothing, but inwardly they are 
ravening wolves. Ye shall know 
them by their fruits : do men ga- 
ther grapes of thorns, or figs of 
thisdes ? Even so every ^ood tree 
tiringeth forth ^ood fruit; but a 
corrupt tree bnngeth forth evil 
fruit. A good tree cannot bring 
forth evil fruit ; neither can a cor- 
rupt tree bring forth good fruit. 
Every tree that bringeth not forth 
good fruit, is hewn down, and cast 
into tlie fire. Wherefore by their 
fruits ye shaU know them. Not 
every one that saith unto me, 
Lord, Lord, shall enter into the 
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kingdom of heaven; but he that 
doeth the will of my Fatlier, who 
is in heaven. 

The nbith Sunday after Trinity. 
The Collect. 

GRANT to us, Lord, we be- 
seech thee, the spirit to think 
and do always such things as are 
ri§ht ; that we who cannot do any 
tmng that is good without thee, may 
by thee be enabled to live according 
to thv will, through Jesus Christ 
our Lord. Amen. 

The Epistle. 1 Cor. x. 1. 

BRETHREN, I would notthat 
ye should bo ignorant, how that 
all our fathers were under the cloud, 
and all passed through the sea ; and 
were all baptized unto Moses in 
the cloud, and in the sea ; and did 
all eat the same spiritual meat, and 
did all drink the same spiritual 
drink; (for they drank of that spi- 
ritual Rock that followed them; 
and that Rock was Christ.) But 
with many of them God was not 
well pleased ; for they were over- 
thrown in the wilderness. Now 
these things were our examples, to 
the intent we should not lust after 
evil things, as they also lusted. 
Neither be ye idolaters, as were 
some of them: as it is written. 
The people sat down to eat and 
drink, and rose up to play. Nei- 
ther let us commit fornication, as 
some of them committed, and fell 
in one daj^ three and twenty thou- 
sand. Neither let us tempt Christ, 
as some of them also tempted, ana 
were destroyed of serpents. Nei- 
ther murmur ye, as some of them 
also murmured, and were destroy- 
ed of the destroyer. Now all these 
things happened unto them for en- 
samples : and they are written for 
our admonition, upon whom the 
ends ofthe world sure come. Where- 
fore let him that thinketh he stand- 
eth. take heed lest he fall. There 
hath no temptation taken you, but 



such as is common to man : but 
God is faithful, who will not suffer 
you to be tempted above that ye 
are able ; but will with the temp- 
tation also make a way to escape, 
thatve may be able to bear it 
Tne Gospel. St Lukexvi. I. 

JESUS said unto his disciples, 
There was a certain rich man 
who had a steward \ and the same 
was accused unto him, that he had 
wasted his §oods. And he call^ 
him, and said unto him. How is it 
that I hear this of thee ? Give an 
account of thy stewardship; for 
thou mayest be no longer steward. 
Then the steward said within him- 
self. What shall I do ? for my lord 
taketh away from me the steward- 
ship: I cannot dig; to beg I am 
ashamed. 1 am resolved what to 
do, that when I am put out of the 
stewardship, they m?y receive me 
into their houses. So he called 
every one of his lord's debtors unto 
him, and said unto the first. How 
much owest thou unto my lord ? 
And he said. An hundred measures 
of oil. And he said unto him, Take 
thy bill, and sit down guickly, and 
write fifty. Then said he to an- 
other. And how much owest thou? 
And he said. An hundred measures 
of wheat And he said unto him, 
Take thy bill, and write fourscore. 
And the lord commended the un- 
just steward, because he had done 
wisely: for the children of this 
world are in their generation wiser 
than the children of light.

and that no man can say that Jesus 
is the Lord, but by the Holy Ghost.

And there are di- 
versities of operations, but it is the 
same God who wqrketh all in all. 
But the manifestation of the Sjjirit 
is given to every man to profit with- 
al. For to one is given by the Spirit 
the word of wisdom ; to another, 
the word of knowledge by the same 
Spirit ; to another, faith by the same 
Spirit; to another, the gifts of heal- 
ing by the same Spirit; to another, 
the working of miracles; to another, 
prophecy ; to another, discerning of 
spirits ; to another, divers^ kinds of 
tongues ; to another, the interpre- 
tation of tongues. But all these 
worketh that one and the self-same 
Spirit, dividing to every man sever- 
ally as he will. 
The Gospel St. Luke xix. 41. 

AND when he was come nenr, 
he beheld the cit}% and wept 
over it. saying.If thou hadst known, 
even thou, at least in this thy da> , 
the things which belong unto tliy 
peace! but now they are hid from 
thine eyes. For the days shall 
come upon thee, that thme ene- 
mies shall cast a trench about thee, 
and compass tliee round, and keep

After that, he was seen of above 
five liundred brethren at once; of 
whom the greater part remain unto 
this i)resent; but some are fallen 
asleep.

For I am the least of the Ai)ostles, 
that am not meet to be called an 
Apostle, because I persecuted the 
Cnurch of God. But, by the grace 
of G<k1, I am what I am; and his 
grace, which was bestowed upon 
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me, was not in vain ; but I labour- 
ed more abundantly than they all : 
yet not I, but the grace of God 
which was with me. Therefore, 
whether it were I, or they, so we 
preach, and so ye believed. 
The Gospel St Luke xviii. 9. 

JESUS spake this parable unto 
certain which trusted iii them- 
selves that they were righteous, and 
despised others: Two men went 
upuito the temple to pray ; the one 
a rharise^ana the other a Publi- 
can. The Pharisee stood and pray- 
ed thus with himself: God, I thank 
thee, that I am not as other men 
are, extortioners^ unjust, adulter- 
ers^ or even as this Publican : I fast 
twice in the week, I give tithes of 
all that I possess. And the Publi- 
can standmg afsu: off, would not lift 
np so much as his eyes unto heaven, 
but smote upon his breast^ saying, 
God be merciful to me a smner. 1 
tell you, this man went down to his 
house justified rather than the qtli- 
er : for every one that exalteth him- 
self, shall be abased ; and he that 
humbleth himself, shall be exalted.

ministration of tlie Spirit be rather 
glorious? For if the ministration 
of condemnation be glory, much 
more doth the ministration of righ- 
teousness exceed in dory. 
The Gospel. St. iSark vii. 31 . 

JESUS, departmg from the 
coasts of Tyre and Sidon,came 
unto the sea of Galilee, through the 
midst of the coasts of Decapolis, 
and they brine unto him one that 
was deaf, and had an impediment 
in his s])eech \ and they beseech 
him to put his hand upon him. 
And he took him aside from the 
multitude, and put his fingers into 
his ears, and he spit^ and touched 
his tongue : and lookins up to hea- 
ven, he sijgtied, and saith unto him. 
EphphaiML, that is, be opened. And 
straightway his ears were opened, 
and the string of his tongue was 
loosed, and he spake plain. And 
he charged them that they should 
tell no man : but the more ne char- 
ged them, so much the more a great 
deal they published it ;^ and were 
beyond measure astonished, say- 
ing. He hatli done all things weU ; 
he maketh both the deaf to hear, 
and the dumb to speak.

He saith 
not, And to seeds, as of many ; but 
as of one, And to thy seed, which 
is Christ And this I say, tliat the 
covenant that was confirmed before 
of God in Christ, the law, which 
was for four hundred and thirty 
years after, cannot disannul, that it 
should make the promise of none 
effect For if the mheritance be of 
the law, it is no more of promise ; 
but God gave it to Abraham bv 
promise. Wherefore then serveth 
the law ? It was added because of 
transgressions, till the seed should 
come to whom the promise was 
made ; and it was ordained hj an- 
gels in the hand of a mediator. 
Now a mediator is not a mediator 
of one ; but God is one. Is the law 
then against the i^romiises of God ? 
God forbid ; for if there had been 
a law given which could have given 
life", verily righteousness should 
have been bv the law. But the 
Scripture hath concluded all under 
sin, that the promise, by faith of 
Jesus Christ* might be given to 
them that believe. 
The GospeL St Luke x. 23. 

BLESSED are the eyes which 
see the things that ye see : For 
I tell you, that many prophets and 
kings have desired to see those 
things which ye see, and have not 
seen them ; and to hear those things 
which ye hear, and have not heard 
them. And behold a certain law- 
yer stood up, and tempted him, 
saving, Master, what shall I do to 
innent eternal life ? He said onto 
him, What is written in the law ?

And by 
chance there came down a certain 
Priest that way ; and when he saw 
him, he passed by on the other 
side. And likewise a Levite, when 
he was at the place, came and look- 
ed on him, and passed by on the 
other side. But a certain Samari- 
tan, as he journeyed, came where 
he was: and when he saw him. 
he had compassion on him, and 
went to him, and bound up ^ his 
wounds, pouring in oil and wine: 
and set nim on nis own beast, aim 
brought him into an inn, and took 
care of him. And on the morrow, 
when he departed, he took out two- 
pence, and gave them to the host, 
and said unto him. Take care of 
him ; and whatsoever thou spend- 
est more, when I come again, i will 
repay thee. Which now of these 
three, thinkest thoih was nei^» 
hour imto him that fell among the 
thieves? And he said. He that snow- 
ed mercy on him. Then said Je- 
sus unto him, Go, and do thoa 
likewise.

AND it came to pass, as Jesus 
went to Jerusalem, that he 
passed through the midst of Sa- 
maria and Galilee. And as he 
entered into a certain village, there 
met him ten men that were lepers, 
who stood afar off*.

What shall we eat ? or, What shall 
we drink ? or, Whercw ithal shall 
W'c be clothed ? (for after all these 
things do the Gentiles seek :) for 
your heavenly Father knoweth that 

S) have need of all these things, 
nt seek ye first the kingdom of 
God, and his righteousness, and all 
thesethingssluijlbeadded unto you. 
Take therefore no thought for the 
morrow \ for tlie morrow shall take 
thought tor the things of itself : suffi- 
cient unto the da v is the evil thereof.

Let all bitterness, and 
wraui, and anger, and clamour, and 
evil-speaking, be put away from 
you, with all malice. And be ye kind 
one to another, tender-hearted, {ot- 
iving one another, even as God for 
Ifarist's sake hath forgiven you.

JESUS entered into a ship, and 
passed over, and came into bis 
own city. And behold,they brought 
to him a man sick ofthe palsy, ly- 
ing on a bed. And Jesus, seeine 
their faith, said unto the sick of 
the palsy, Son, be of good cheo*!

Then his lord, after that he had call- 
ed him, said unto him,0 thou wick- 
ed servant, I forgave thee all that 
debt, because thou desiredst me : 
shouldest not thou also have had 
compassion on thy fellow-servant, 
even as I had pity on thee ? And 
his lord was wroth, and delivered 
him to the tormentors, till he 
should pay all that was due unto 
him. So likewise shall my heaven- 
ly Father do also unto you, if ye, 
from your hearts, forgive not every 
one his brother their trespasses.

Philip 
answered him, Two hundred i>en- 
ny-worth of bread is not sufficient 
for them, that every one of them 
mav take a little. ^ One of his dis- 
ciples, Andrew, Simon Peter's bro- 
tiber, saith unto him, There is a lad 
here, who hath five barley-loaves, 
and two small fishes ; but what are 
they among so many ? And Jesus 
said. Make tlie men sit down. Now 
there was much grass in the place. 
So the men sat down, in numlx^r 
about five thousand. And Jesus 
took the loaves, and when he had 
given thanks, he distributed to the 
oisciples, and the disciples to them 
diat were set down, and likewise 
of the fishes, as much as they would. 
When thejr were filled, he said un- 
to his disciples. Gather up the frag- 
ments that remain, that nothing be 
lost. Therefore they gathered them 
together, and filled twelve baskets 
with the fragments of the five bar- 
ley-loaves, which remained over 
and above unto them that had eaten. 
Then those men, when they had 
seen the miracle that Jesus did, 
said. This is of a truth that Prophet 
that should come into the world.

But Esaias 
is very bold, and saith, I was found 
of them that sought me not ; I was 
made manifest unto them that ask- 
ed not after me. But to Israel he 
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saith, All day long have I stretched 
forth niy haiids unto a disobedient 
and&ainsaying people.

And 
after eight days, again his disci- 
ples were within, and Thomas with 
them : Then came Jesus, the doors 
being shut, and stood in the midst, 
and said, Peace be unto you. Then 
said he to Thomas, Reach hither 
thy finger, and behold nyr hands: 
and reach hither thy hand, ana 
thrust it into my side ; and be not 
faithless, but believing. And Tho- 
mas answered and said unto him. 
My Lord, and my God. Jesus 
saith unto him, Thomas, because 
thou hast seen me, thou hast be- 
lieved ; blessed are they that have 
not seen, and yet have believed. 
And many other signs truly did 
Jesus in the presence of his disci-

If 
we say that we have no sin, we 
deceive ourselves, and the truth is 
not in us. If we confess our sins, 
he is faithful and just to forgive us 
our sins, and to cleanse us from all 
unrighteousness. If we say that 
we have not sinned, we make him 

liar, and his Word is not in us. 

The Gospel. St. Johnxxi. 19. 

JESUS said unto Peter, Fol- 
lo\v me. Then Peter turning 
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about, seetb the disciple whom Je- 
sus loved, following, (which also 
leaned on his breast at supper, and 
said. Lord, which is he that be* 
trayeth tliee ?) Peter seeing him, 
saith to Jesus, Lord, and what 
shall this man do P Jesus saith un- 
to him. If I will that he tanj till I 
come, what is that to thee r Fol- 
low thou me. Then went this say- 
ing abroad amone the brethren, 
that that disciple should not die : 
yet Jesus said not unto him. He 
shall not die : but, If I will that he 
tarry till I come, what is that to 
thee ? This is the disciple which 
testifieth of these things, and wrote 
these things, and we know that his 
testimony is true. And there are 
also many other things which Je- 
sus did, the which, if they should 
be written every one, I suppose 
that even the world itself could not 
contain the books that should be 
written.

When he arose, he took the 
young child and his mother by 
night, and departed into Egypt: 
and was there until the death of 
Herod : that it might be fulfilled 
which was spoken of the Lord by 
the prophet, saying. Out of F^eypt 
have I called my Son. Then He- 
rod, when he saw that he was 
mocked of the wise men, was ex- 
ceeding wroth, and sent forth, 
and slew all the children that were 
in Bethlehem, and in all the coasts 
thereof, from two years old and 
under, according to the time whidh 
he had diligently inquired of the 
wise men. Then was fulfilled that 
which was spoken by Jeremy the 
prophet, saying. In Rama was 
there a voice heard, lamentatkni, 
and weeping, and great mourning, 
Rachel weeping for her children, 
and would not be comforted, be- 
cause they are not

And he fell to the earth, and 
heard a voice saying unto him, 
Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou 
me ? And he saio, Who art thou. 
Lord ? And the Lord said, I am 
Jesus whom thou i>ersecutest : It 
is hard for thee to kick against the 
pricks. And he, trembling and 
astcmished, said, Lord, what wilt 
thou have me to do? And the 
Lord said unto him, Arise, and go 
into the city, and it shall be told 
thee what thou must do. And the 
men which journeyed with him 
stood speechless, hearing a voice. 
but seeing no man. And Saul 
arose from the earth ; and when 
his eyes were opened, he kiw no 
man: but they led niin by the 
hand, and brought him into Da- 
mascus. And he was three days 
without sight, and neither did eat 
nor drink. And there was a cer- 
tahi disciple at Damascus, named 
Ananias, and to him said tne Lord 
in a vision, Ananias : And he said. 
3ehold, I am here. Lord. And 
the Lord said unto him, Arise, and 
go into the street which is called 
Straight, and inquire in the house 



and hath seen in a vision a man 
named Ananias, coming in, and 
putting his hand on him, that he 
might receive his sight. Then 
Ananias answered. Lord, I have 
heard by many of this man, how 
much evil he hath done to thy saints 
at Jerusalem: and here he hath 
authority from the cliief priests to 
bind all that call on thy name. But 
the Lord said unto him. Go thy 
way : for he is a chosen vessel un- 
to me. to bear my name before the 
Gentiles, and kini^, and the chil- 
dren of Israel: lor I will show 
him how great things he must suf- 
fer for my name's sake. And An- 
anias went his way, and entered 
into the house; and putting his 
hands on him, said^ Brother baul, 
the Lord (even Jesus, that appear- 
ed unto tliee in the way as thou 
earnest) hath sent me, that tliou 
mightest receive thy sight, and be 
filled with the Holy Ghost. And 
immediately there fell from his 
eyes as it had been scales; and 
he received sight forthwith, and 
arose, and was baptized. And 
when he had received meat, he 
was strengthened. Then was ^aul 
certain days with the disciples 
which were at Damascus. And 
straightway he preached Christ in 
the synagogues, that he is the Son 
of God. But all thstt heard him 
were amazed, and said. Is not this 
he that destroyed them which call- 
ed on this name in Jerusalem, and 
caine hither for that intent, that he 
might bring them bound unto the 
chief priests ? But Saul increased 
the more in strength, and con- 
founded the Jews which dwelt at 
Damascus, proving that this is 
very Christ 
The Gospel St Matt. xix. 27. 

PETEil answered, and said un- 
to Jesus, Behold, we have for- 
saken all, and followed thee ; what 
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shall we have therefore? And Je- 
sus said unto them, Verily I say 
unto you, that ye which hiaive fol- 
lowed me, in the regeneration, 
when the Son of man shall sit in 
the throne of his glory, ye also shall 
sit upon twelve thrones, judging 
the twelve tribes of Israel. And ev- 
ery one that hath forsaken nouses, 
or brethren, or sisters, or father, 
or mother, or wife, or children, or 
lands, for my name's sake, shall 
receive an hundred told, and shall 
inherit everlasting life. But many 
that are first shall be last, and the 
last shall be first.

God, Ave humbly beseech thy 
Majesty, that as thy only begotten

same thy Son Jesus Christ our 
Lord. Amen. 

For the Epistle. Mai. iii. 1 . 

BEHOLD, I will send my mes- 
senger, and he shall prepare 
the way before me : and the Lord, 
whom ye seek, shall suddenly come 
to his temple ; even the messenger 
of the covenant, whom ye delight 
in: behold, he shall come, saith 
the Lord of hosts. But who may 
abide the day of his coming? and 
who shall stand when he appear- 
eth ? for he is like a refiners fire, 
and like fuller's soap. And he 
shall sit as a refiner and purifier of 
silver : and he shall purify the sons 
of Levi, and purge them as gold 
and silver, that they may offer un- 
to the Lord an offering in rkhteous- 
ness.

AND when the da^s of herpu- 
rification, accordmg to the law 
of Moses, were accomplished, thqf 
brought him to Jeriisalem to pre- 
sent him to tlie Lord, (as it is writ* 
ten in the law of the Lord, Kvenf 
male that openeth the womb shaQ 
be called hoW to the Lord,) and to 
offer a sacrifice, according to that 
which is said in the law of the Lord, 
A pair of turtle-doves, or two young 
pigeons. And behold, there was a 
man in Jerusalem,Vhose name was 
Simeon ; and the same man was 
just and devout, waiting for the con- 
solation of Israel: and the Holy 
Ghost was upon him. And it was 
revealed unto him by the Holy 
Ghost, that he should not see 
death, before he had seen the 
Lord's Christ. And he came by 
the Spirit into the temple j and 
when the parents brought m the 
child Jesus, to do for him after the 
custom of the law, then took he 
him up in his arms, and blessed 
God, and said, Lord, now letteat 
thou thy servant depart in peace^ 
according to thy word : For mii^ 
eyes have seen thy salvation^ 
which thou hast prepared before 
the face of all ))eople ; a light to 
lighten the Gentiles, ana the gknr 
of thv people Israel. And Joseph 
and his mother marvelled at those 
things which were spoken of him. 
And Simeon blessed them, and 
said unto Mary his mother. Be* 
hold, this child is set fdt the fell and 
rising again of many in Israel ; anri 
for a sign which shall be spoken 
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against, (yea, a sword shall pierce 
tmough thy own soul also,} that 
the thoughts of many hearts may 
be repealed. And tnere was one 
Anna, a prophetess, the daughter 
of Phanuel, of the tribe of Aser ; 
die was of a great age, and had liv- 
ed with an iiusband seven years 
from her virginitjr ; and she was a 
widow of about fourscore and four 
years, which departed not from the 
temple, but served God with fast- 
ings and prayers night and day. 
And she, coming in that instant, 
gave thanks likewise unto the Lord, 
and spake of him to all them that 
looked for redemption iu Jerusa- 
lem. And when they had perform- 
ed all things according to the law 
of the Lord, they returned into 
Galilee, to tneir OAvn city Naza- 
reth. And the child grew, and 
waxed strong in spirit, filled with 
wisdom; and the grace of God 
was upon him. 



Saint Matthia^^s Day. 
The Collect. 

O ALMIGHTY God, Avhointo 
the place of the traitor J udas, 
didst choose thy faithful sen^ant 
Matthias, to l)e of the number of 
the twelve Apostles ; grant that thy 
Church, being always preserved 
from false Apostles, may be order- 
ed and guided by faithful and true 
Pastors, through Jesus Christ our 
Lord.

Far the Epistle. Acts i. 16. 

IN those days Peter stood up in 
^ the midst of the disciples, and 
said, (the number of the names to- 
gether were about an hundred and 
twenty;) Men and brethren, this 
Scripture must needs have been 
fulfilled, which the Holy Ghost by 
the mouth of David spake before 
concerningJudas, who was guide to 
them that took Jesus. For ne was 
jiumbered with us, and had obtain- 
ed part of this ministn*. Now this 
man purchased a field with the re- 



ward of iniquity ; and falling head- 
long, he burst asunder in the midst, 
andall his bowels gushed out. And 
it was known to all the dwellers at 
Jerusalem ; insomuch as that field 
is called in their proper tongue. 
Aceldama, that is to say, The held 
of blood. For it is written in the 
book of Psalms, Let his habitation 
be desolate, and let no man dwell 
therein: and his Bishoprick let an- 
other take. Wherefore of these 
men, which have compaiiied with 
us all the time that the Lord Jesus 
went in and out amons; us. begin- 
ning from the baptism of John, unto 
that same day that he was taken up 
from us, must one l>e ordained to be 
a witness with us of his resurrection. 
And they apix)inted two, Jose|)h 
calledBarsabas,who wassumamcd 
Justus, and Matthias. And they 
prayed,andsaid,Thou, Lord, which 
knowest the hearts of all men, show 
whether of these two thou hast cho- 
sen ; that he may take part of this 
ministry and apostleship, from 
which Judas by transgression fell, 
that he might go to his own place. 
And they gave fortii their lots ; and 
the lot fell upon Matthias. And he 
was numbered with the eleven 
Apostles. 

The Gospel. St. Matt. xi. 25. 

AT that time Jesus answered, 
and said, I thank thee, O Fa- 
ther, Lord of heaven and earth, be- 
cause thou hast hid these things 
from the wise and prudent, and hast 
revealed them unto balx*s. Even 
so, Father, for so it seemed good in 
thy siglit All things are delivered 
unto me of my Father ; and no man 
knoweth the Son, but the Father, 
neither knoweth any man the Fa- 
ther, save the Son, and he to 
whomsoever the Son will reveal 
him. Come unto me, all yo that la- 
bour and are heavy laden, and I 
will give you rest. Take my yoke 
upon you, and learn of me ; for I 
am meek and lo%vly m heart: and 
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ye shall find rest unto your souls. 
For my yoke is easy, and my bur- 
then is light.

would cleave unto the Lord. For 
he was a good man, and full of ihe 
Holy Ghost, and of faith : and much 
people was added unto the Lord. 
Then departed Barnabas to Tarsus 
for to seek vSatil : And when he 
had found him, he brought him unto ^ 
Antioch. And it came to pass, that 
a whole year they assembled them* 
selves with the Church, and tauriit 
much i>eople : and the disciples 
were called Christians first in An- 
tioch. And in these days came 
prophets from Jerusalem unto An- 
tiocn. And there stood up one of 
them, named Agabus, and signified 
by the Spirit, that there should be 
great dearth throughout all the 
world : which came to pass in the 
days of Claudius Csesar. Then the 
disciples, every man according to 
his ability, determined to send re- 



, lief unto the brethren which dwek

Blessed be the Lord 
Goa ot Israel ; for he hath visited 
and redeemed his people, and hath 
raised up an horn of salvation for 
us, in the house of his servant Da- 
vid : as he spake by the mouth of 
his holy prophets, which have been 
since the world began: thai we

And 
when Herod would have brought 
him forth, the same night Peter 
was sleeping between two soldiers^ 
bound with two chains ; and the 
keepers before the door kept the 
prison. And behold, the angel of 
the Lord came upon him, and a 
light shined in the prison : aiid> he 
smote Peter on the side, and raised 
him up, saying, Arise up quickly* 
And his chains fell off from his 
hands. And the aneel ssdd unto 
him. Gird thyself, and bind on thy 
sandals : ana so he did. ^d hp 
saith unto him, Cast thy gamieiit 
about thee, and follow me. And 
he went out, and followed him; 
and wist not that it was tme 
which was done by the angel : but 



the day of his showuig unto Israeli thoiight he saw a vision. When 
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they were oast the first and the 
second wara, the? came unto the 
iiOD calB that leadeth unto the city, 
whkm opened to them of its own 
ascord : and they went out, and 
nuKd cm through one street, and 
rarthwith the ang^l departed from 
hon.

GRANT, O merdfid God, that

Then 
the disciples, every man according 
to his ability, determined .to send 
reUef unto the brethren which 
dwelt in Judea. Which also they 
did, and sent it to the elders bv the 
hands of Barnabas and SauL Now 
about that time, Herod the king 
stretched forth his hands to v£X 
certain of the Church. And he 
killed James the brother of Jckok 
with the sword. And because he 
saw it pleased the Jews, he pro* 
ceeded further to take Peter also. 
The Gospel St Matt xx. 20. 

THEN came to him the mother 
of Zebc^be's children, with 
her sons, worshipping him, and 
desiring a certain thmg of him. 
And he said unto her. What wilt 
thou P She saith unto him, Grant 
that tliese my two sons may sit, 
the one on thv right hand, and the 
other on the left, in thy kingdom. 
But Jesus answered and said. Ye 
know not what ye ask. Are ye 
able to drink of the cup that I shall 
drink of, and to be baptized with 
the baptism that I am baptized 
with ? The$r say unto him, We are 
aUe. And he saith unto them, 
Ye shall drink indeed of my cup, 
and be baptized with the baptism 
that I am bamdzed with: Imt to 
sit on my right hand, anu on m^ 
left is not mine to give ; but it 
shall be given to them for whom 
it is prepsured of my Father. And 
when the ten heard it, they were 
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ttored with indignation against 
the two brethren. But Jesus call- 
ed them unto him, and said. Ye 
know that the princes of the Gen- 
tites exercise dominion over them, 
ami they that are great exercise 
authority upon them. But it shall 
not be so among you : but whoso- 
erer will be great among you, let 
him be your minister ; and who- 
soever will be chief among you, 
let him be your servant : Even as 
the Sooof man came not to be min- 
istered unto, but to minister, and 
to give his Kfe a ransom for many. 

Saint Bartholomew the Apostle. 
TheCoUect

ing God, who didst give to 
thine Apostle Bartholomew grace 
truly to believe and to preach thy 
word ; ^prant, we beseech thee, unto 
thy Cnurch,to love that word which 
he believed ; and both to preach 
and receive the same, through Je- 
sus Christ our Lord.

BY the hands of the Apostles 
were many signs and won- 
ders wrought among the people, 
(and they were all with one ac- 
cord in Solomon's porch. And of 
the rest durst no man ioin himself 
to them; but the jieople magnified 
them. And believers were the 
more added to the Lord, multi- 
tudes both of men and women) in- 
somuch that they brought forth the 
sick into the streets, and laid them 
on beds and couches, that at least 
the shadow of Peter passing by 
might overshadow some of them.

-of the cities round about unto Je- 
rusalem, bringing sick folks, and 
them which were vexed with un- 
clean spirits; and they were heal- 
ed every one.

should be accounted the greatest*.

let him be as the younger ; and he 
that is chief, as he that doth serve.

AND as Jesus passed forth from 
thence, he saw a man named 
Matthew sitting at the receipt of 
eustom : and he saith unto him. 
Follow me. And he arose, ana 
followed him. And it came to 
pass, as Jesus sat at meat in the 
nouse, behold many publicans and 
sinners came and sat down with 
him and his disciples. And when 
the Pharisees saw it, they said 
unto his disciples, Why eateth 
ypur Master with publicans and 
sinners ?

THERE was war in heaven ; 
^ Michael and his angels fought 
agamst the dragon ; and the dragon 
fought and his angels, and prevail- 
ed not ; neither was their place 
found any more in heaven. And 



the great dragon was cast out, that 
old serpent, called the devil and 
satan. which deceiveth the whole 
world ; he was cast out into the 
earth, and his angels were cast out 
wit h him. And iheard a loud voice 
saymg in heaven. Now is come saJ- 
vation and strength, and the king-

Except ye be convert- 
eo, and become as little children > 
ye shall not enter into die kingdom 
of heaven.

or two feet,to be cast mto everlast- 
ing fire. And if thine eye offend 
thee, pluck it out, and cast it from 
thee : it is better for thee to enter 
into life with one eye, rather than 
having two eyes, to be cast into 
hell iire. Take need that ye des- 

fise not one of these little ones : for 
say unto you. That in heaven their 
angels do always behold the face of 
my Father which is in heaven. 

Saint Lake the Evangelist. 
The Collect. 

ALMIGHTY God, who, call- 
edst .Luke the Physician,

WATCH tliou in all things, en- 
dure afflictions, do the work 
of an Evangelist, make full proof 
of thy ministry.

jui^ment of the great day. Even 
as Sodom and Gomorrha, and the

are set forth for an example, suf- 
fering the vengeance of eternal fire. 
Likewise also these filthy dreamers 
defile the flesh, despise dominion, 
andspeak evil of dignities.

THESE things I command you, 
that ye love one another. If 
Ae worid hate you, ye know that 
it hated me before it hated you. 
If ye were of the world, the world 
would love his own : but because 
ye are not of the world, but I have 
chosen you out of the world, there- 
fore the world hateth vou. Re- 
member the word that 1 said unto 
you, The servant is not greater 
than his lord ; if they have perse- 
cuted me, they will also persecute 
you ; if they have kept my sajring. 
diey will b^p yours also. But all 
these things will they do unto you 
for my name's sake, because they 
know not him that sent me. If 1 
had not come and spoken unto 



them, they had not had sin : bat 
now they have no cloak for their 
sin. He that hateth me, hateth 
my Father also. If I had not dcnie 
among them the works which none 
other man did, they had not had 
sin : but now nave they both seen 
and hated both me and my Father. 
But this cometh to pass, that the 
word might be fulfilled that is writ- 
ten m their law. They hated me 
without a cause. But when the 
Comforter is come, whom I will 
send unto you from the Father, 
even the Spirit of truth, which 
proceedeth from the Father, he 
shall testify of me.

HOLY COMMUNION. 



T Ifamon^ those who come to be partaken of the Holy Conmuuiiooi the Mioiner shall know any to bv 
an open and notorious evil liver, or to have done an v wroag to his neishhours hy word or deed, lo that 
the Conmffation be thereby offended : he shall advertiie him, that he presume not to come to tfM 
Lord's Tabic, until he have openly declared hhntelf to have truly repented and aaMnded Jui ferwwi 
evil lifoy that the Coogresation may therebr be satisfied ; and thai be hath recooipensed the parties to 
whom he hath done wrong ; or ai least declare himself to be io full purpose so to dOi as soob as he caiH 
veniently mav. 

IF llie same order shall the Minister use whh those, betwixt whoA he pereetveth malice and hatred Ift 
reign : not su/Tering them to be partakers of the Lord's Table, until he kwvw them lo be rarancHw. 
Aim if one of the pmrtias, so at variaaooy be content la lhi)give firimi the bottom 
other hath trespawod against him, and lo make amends tu ihat wbeiein he himself hath oAendtd ; aad 
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the other party will not be penoaded to a godly onity) but remain still in hit frowardneit and maliee ; 
the Minister in that ease ought to admit tro penitent penon to the Holy Communion, and not him that 
it obsdnate : Provided, that every Minister so repelling any, as is herein specified, shall be obliged t» 
give an account of the same to the Ordinary, as soon as conveniently may be. 
IT The Table, at the Commnnioo-time, having a fair white linen doth upon it, shall stand b the kibdy of 
the Qiurch, or in the Chanci:! *, and the Minister, standing at the north side of the table, or where 
Mominif and Evening Prayer are appointed to be said, shall say the Lord's Prayer and the Collect fol- 
lowing) the People kueeliug ; but the Lord's Prayer may be omitted, if Morning Prayer hath been 
•aid immediately before. 

OUR Father, who art in Hea- 
ven, Hallowed be thy name :

I die daily, 
if after the manner of men I have 
fought with beasts at Ephesusu 
what ad vantageth it me, if the dead 
rise not ? Let us eat and drink, 
for to-morrow we die. Be not de- 
ceived : Evil communications cor- 
rupt good manners. Awake to 
righteousness, and sin not: for 
some have not the knowledge of 
God. I s|)eak this to your shame. 
But some man will say. How are 
the dead raised up? and with 
what body do they come ? Thou 
fool, that which thou sowest is not 
quickened, except it die.

Psalm 10. Ut quid, Domine? 

WHY standest thou so fiair off, 
O Lord, and hidest thy face 
ill the needful time of trouble? 

2 The ungodly, for his own lust, 
doth persecute the poor: let them 
be taken in the craf^ wiliness that 
they have imagined. 

3 For the ungodly hath made 
boast of his own heart's desire, 
and speaketh good of the covetous, 
whom God abhorreth. 

4 The ungodly is so proud, that 
he c^reth not for God, neither b 
God in all his thous;hts. 

6 His ways are alway grievous; 
thy judgments are far above out of 
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his sight, and therefore defieth he 
all his enemies. 

6 For he hath said in his heart, 
Tush, I shall never be cast down, 
there shall no harm happen unto me. 

7 His mouth is full of curs- 
ing, deceit, and fraud ; under his 
tongue is ungodliness and vanity. 

8 He sitteth lurking in the 
thievish comers of the streets, and 
privily in his lurking dens doth he 
murder the innocent ; his eyes are 
set against the poor. 

9 Tor he lieth vvraiting secretly ; 
even as a lion lurketh ne in his 
den, that he may ravish the poor. 

10 He doth ravish the poor, 
when he getteth him into his net 

1 1 He falleth down and hum- 
bleth himself, that the congrega- 
tion of the poor may fail into the 
hands of his captains. 

12 He hath said in his heart. 
Tush, God hath forgotten ; he 
hideth away his face, and he will 
never see it. 

13 Arise, O Lord God, and lift 
up thine hand ; forget not the poor. 

14 Wherefore snould the wick- 
ed blaspheme God^ while he doth 
say in his heart. Tush, thou God 
carest not for it ? 

15 Surely thou hast seen it; 
for thou beholdest ungodliness 
and wrong, 

16 That thou mayest take the 
matter into thy hand: the poor 
committeth himself unto thee : for 
thou art the helper of the friendless. 

17 Break diou the power of 
the ungodly and malicious : take 
away his ungodliness, ana thou 
shalt find none.

IN the Lord put I my trust; how 
say ye then to my soul, that she 
should flee as a bird unto the hUl ?

4 Grant tbee thy heart's desire, 
and fulfil all thy mind. 

6 We will rejoice in thy salva- 
tion, and triumph in the name of 
the Lord our God : the Lord per- 
form all thy petitions.

Psalm 26. Judica me, Domine. 

BE thou my judge, O Lord, for 
I have walked innocently : my 
trust hath been also in the Lord, 
therefore shall I not fall. 

2 Examine me, O Lord, and 
prove me ; try out my reins and 
my heart. 

3 For thy loving kindness is 
ever before mine eyes ; and I will 
walk in thy truth.

^ 20 Let the lying lips be [lut to 
silence, which cruelly, disdainful- 
ly, and despitefully speak against 
the righteous. 

21 O how plentiful is thy good- 
ness, which thou hast laid up for 
them that fear thee, and that thou 
hast prepared for them that put 
their trust in thee, even before the 
sons of men. 

22 Thou shalt hide them privi- 
ly by thine own presence from the 
provoking of all men : thou shalt 
keep them secretly in thy taberna- 
cle iTom the strife of tongues.

10 All my bones shall say. Lord, 
who is like unto thee, who deliver- 
est the poor from him that is too 
strong for him ; yea, the poor, and 
him that is in misery, from him 
that spoileth him ? 

11 False witnesses did rise up: 
they laid to my charge things that 
I knew not. 

12 They rewarded me evil for 
good, to the great discomfortrfmy 
soul. 

13 Nevertheless, when they 
were sick, I put on sackcloth, and 
humbled mv soul with fasting, and 
my prayer shall turn into mine own 
bosom. 

14 I behaved myself as though 
it had been my friend or my bro- 
ther; I went heavily, as ojoe that 
moumeth for his mother. 

15 But in mine adversity they 
rcgoiced, and gathered themselves 
together; yea, the very algects 
came together against me ana- 
wares, making mouths at me, taA 
ceased not. 

1 6 With the flatterers were busy 
mockers^ who gnashed upon me 
with their teeth. 

17 Lord, how long wilt thou 
look upon this ? O deliver my soul 
from the calamities which they 
brmg on me, and my darling from 
the lions. 

18 So will I give thee thanks in 
the great congregation; I will praise 
thee among much people. 

19 O let not them that are mine 
enemies triumph over me ungodly ; 
neither let them wink widi their 
eyes, that hate me without a cause. 

20 And why P their communing 
is not for peace ; but they imagine 
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deceitful words against them that 
are quiet in the land. 

21 They gaped upon me with 
their mouths, and ssdd, Fie on thee, 
fie on thee, we saw it with our eyes. 

22 This thou hast seen, O Lord ; 
hold not thy tongue then ; go not 
far from me, O Lord. 

23 Awake and stand up to judge 
myoiiarrel; avenge thou my cause, 
my God and my Lord. 

24 Judge me, O Lord my God, 
according to thy righteousness, and 
let them not trmmph over me. 

26 Let them not say in their 
hearts, There, there, so would we 
have it ; neither let them say, We 
have devoured him. 

26 Let them be put to confusion 
and shame together, that rejoice at 
my trouble; let them be clothed 
with rebuke and dishonour, that 
boost themselves against me. 

27 Let them be glad and rejoice, 
that favour my righteous dealing : 
vea, let them say alway. Blessed 
be the Lord, who hath pleasure in 
the prosperity of his servant. 

28 And as for my tongue, it shall 
be talking of thy righteousness, 
and of thy praise^ all the day long. 

Psalm 36. Dixit i^iustus. 

MY heart showeth me the wick- 
edness of the ungodly, that 
there is no fear of God before his 
eyes. 

2 For he flattereth himself in 
his own sight, until his abominable 
sin be found out 

3 The words of his mouth are 
unrighteous and fiill of deceit : he 
hath left off to behave himself 
wisely, and to do good. 

4 He imagineth mischief upon 
his bed, and hath set himself in no 
good way; neither doth he abhor 
any thing that is evil. 

6 Thy mercy, O Lord, reacheth 
unto the heavens, and thy fedthfiil- 
ness unto the clouds.

13 The Lord shall laugh him 
to scorn ; for he hath seen that his 
day is coming. 

14 The ungodly have drawn out 
the sword, and have bent their 
bow, to cast down the poor and 
needy, and to slay such as are of a 
right conversation. 

15 Theirsword shall go through 
their own heart, and their bow 
shall be broken. 

16 A. small thing that the righ- 
teous hath, is better than great 
riches of the ungodly ; 

17 For the arms of the ungodly 
shall be broken, and the Lord up- 
holdeth the righteous. 

1 8 The Lord kno weth the days 
of the godly; and their inheritance 
shall endure for ever. 

1 9 They shall not be confounded 
in the perilous time : and in tlie days 
of dearth they shall have enough. 

20 As for the ungodly, they 
shall perish, and the enemies of the 
Lord shall consume as the fat of 
lambs; yea, even as the smoke 
shall they consume away. 

21 The ungodly borrovveth, and 
payeth not again; but the righteous 
is merciful and liberal. 

22 Such as are blessed of God, 
shall possess the land ; and they 
that are cursed of him, shall be 
rooted out 

23 The Lord ordereth a good 
man's going, and maketh his way 
acceptable to himself. 

' 24 Though he fall, he shall not 



be cast away ; for the Lord up* 
holdeth him with his hand. 

25 I have been young, and now 
am old,, and yet saw I never the 
righteous forsaken, nor his seed 
begging their bread. 

26 The righteous is ever merci- 
ful, and lendetli ; and his seed is 
blessed. 

27 Flee from evil, and do the 
thing that is good, and dwell for 
evermore. 

28 For the Lord loveth the thing 
that is right : he forsaketh not his 
that be godly, but they are pre- 
served for ever. 

29 The unrighteous shall be 
punished: as for the seed of the 
ungodly^ it shall be rooted out. 

So The righteous shall inherit 
the land, and dwell therein for ever. 

31 The mouth of the righteous is 
exercised in wisdom,and ms tongue 
will be talking of iudgment ^ 

32 The law of his God is in his 
heart, and his goings shall not slide. 

33 The ungodly seeth the rich- 
teous, and seeketh occasion to skiy 
him. 

34 The Lord will not leave him 
in his hand, nor condemn him when 
he is judged. 

35 Hope thou in the Lord, and 
keep hiswav,and he shall promote 
thee, that thou shalt possess the 
land : when the ungodly shall per- 
ish, thou shalt see it 

36 I myself have seen the un- 
godly in great power, and flourish- 
mg like a green bay-tree. 

37 I went by, and lo, he was 
gone; I sought him. but his place 
could no where be found. 

38 Keep innocency, and take 
heed unto the thing that is right; 
for that shall bring a man peace at 
the last 

39 As for the transgressors, they 
shall iierish together ; and the end 
of the ungodly is, they shall be 
rooted out at the last 

40 But the salvation of the rii

11 My lovers and my neigh- 
bours did stand looking upon my 
trouble^ and my kinsmen stood 
afar off. 

12 Thejj also that sought after 
my life, laid snares for me ; and 
they that went about to do me evil, 
talked of wickedness, and imagmea 
deceit all the day long.

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13 Thinkest thou that 1 wouhl 
eat bull's flesh, and drmk the blood 
of goats ? 
^ 14 Offer unto God tlianks- 
oving, and pay thy vows unto the 
most Highest, 

15 And call upon me in the time 
<rf trouble ; so will I hear thee, 
and thou shalt praise me. 

16 But unto the ungodly said 
God, Why dost thou preach my 
laVs, and takest my covenant in 
thy mouth ; 

17 Whereas thou hatest to be 
leformed, and hast cast my words 
behind thee ? 

18 When thou sawest a thief, 
thou consentedst unto him ; ana 
liast been partaker with the adul- 
leiers. 

19 Thou hast let thy mouth 
speak wickedness, and with diy 
tongue thou hast set forth deceit 

W Thou sattest and spakest 
against thy brother ; yea, and hast 
shmdered thine own mother's son. 

21 These things hast thou done, 
and I held my tongue, and thou 
thoughtest wickedly, that I am 
even such a one as thyself ; but I 
will reprove thee, and set before 
thee the things that thou hast 
done. 

22 O consider this, ye tliat for- 
get God, lest I pluck you away, 
and there be none to deliver you. 

23 Whoso ofTereth me thanks 
and praise, he honoureth me ; :\nd 
to hiin that ordereth his conversa- 
tion right, will I show the salva- 
tion of God. 

Psalm 51. Miserere meij Deus. 

HAVE mercy upon me, O God, 
after thy great goodness, ac- 
cording to the multitude of thy 
mercies do away mine offences. 

2 Wash me thoroughly from 
my wickedness , and cleanse me 
from my sin : 

3 For I acknowledge my faults, 
and my sin is ever before me.

12 O give me the comfort of 
th^' help again, aiid stablish me 
with thy free Spirit. 

13 Then shall 1 teach thy ways 
unto the wicked, and sinners shall 
be converted unto thee. 

14 Deliver me from blood-guilti- 
ness, O God, thou that art the 
God of my health \ and my tongue 
shall sing of thy righteousness. 

15 Thou slialt open my lips, O 
Lord, and my mouth shall show 
thy praise. 

16 For thou desirest no sacrifice, 
else would i give it thee ; but thou 
delightest not in burnt-offerings.

19 Then shalt thou be pleased 
with the sacrifice of righteousness^ 
with the burnt-offering9 and otdn- 
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tions ; then shall they offer young 
bullocks upon thine altar. 
Psalm d2. Quid glariaris ? 

WHY boastest thou thyself, 
thou tyrant, that thou canst 
do mischief? 

2 Whereas the goodness of God 
endureth yet daily. 

3 Thy tongue imagineth wicked- 
ness, and with lies thou cuttest like 
a sharp razor. 

4 Thou hast loved unrighteous- 
ness more than goodness, and to 
talk of lies more than righteous- 
ness. 

5 Thou hast loved to speak all 
words that may do hurt, O thou 
false tongue. 

6 Therefore shall God destroy 
thee for ever; he shall take thee, 
and pluck thee out of thy dwell- 
ing, and root thee out of the land 
orthe living. 

7 The righteous also shall see 
this, and fear, and shall laugh him 
to scorn : 

8 Lo, this is the man that took 
not God for his strength ; but trust- 
ed unto the multitude of his riches, 
and strengthened himself in his 
wickedness. 

9 As for me, I am like a green 
olive-tree in the house of Goa; my 
trust is in the tender mercy of God 
for ever and ever. 

10 I will alwavs give thanks 
unto thee for that thou hast done ; 
and I will hope in thy name, foY 
thy saints like it well. 

EVENING PRAYER. 
Psalm 53. Dixit insipiens. 

THE foolish body hath said in 
his heart. There is no God. 

2 Corrupt are they, and become 
abominable in their wickedness^; 
there is none that doeth good. 

3 God looked down from hea- 
ven upon the children of men, to 
see if there were any that would 
understand, and seek after God. 

4 But they are all gone out of 
the way, they are altogether be- 
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come abominable; there is also 
none that doeth good, no not one. 
6 Are they not without under- 
standing that work wickedness, 
eating up my people as if they 
would eat bread ? they have not 
called upon God. 

6 They were afraid, where no 
fear was; for God hath broken the 
bones of him that besieged thee ;

Oh 
that the Lord would deliver his 
people out of captivity! 

8 Then should Jacob reioicc, 
and Israel should be right glad. 

Psalm 54. Deus, in rfomine. 

SAVE me, O God, for thy 
name's sake, and avenge me 
in thy strength. 

2 Hear my prayer, O God. and 
hearken unto the words oi my 
mouth : 

3 For strangers are risen up 
against me; and tyrants, whicn 
have not God before their eyes, 
seek after my soul. 

4 Behold, God is my helper; 
the Lord is with them that uphold 
my soul. 

5 He shall reward evil unto mine 
enemies: destroy thou them in 
thy truth. 

6 An offering of a free heart will 
I give thee, and praise thy name. O 
Lord : because it is so comfortaole. 

7 For he hath delivered me out 
of all my trouble ; and mine eye 
hath seen his desire upon mine 
enemies. 

Psalm 55. ExaudL Deus. 

HEAR my prayer, O God, and 
hide not thyself from my 
petition. 

2 Take heed unto me, and hear 
me. how I mourn in my prayer, 
ana am vexed. 

3 The enemy crieth so, and the 
ungodly cometh on so fast; for 
they are minded to do me some 
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mischief, so malidously are they 
set against me. 

4 My heart is disquieted within 
me, and the fear of death is fallen 
upon me. 

5 Fearfulness and trembling are 
come upon me, and an horrible 
dread hath overwhelmed me. 

^ 6 And I said, O that 1 had wings 
like a dove ; for then would I flee 
away, and be at rest. 

7 Lo, then would I get me away 
for off, and remain in the wilder- 
ness. 

8 I would make haste to escape, 
because of the stormy wind and 
tempest. 

9 Destroy their tongues, O JLord. 
and divide them ; for I have spied 
unrighteousness and strife in the 
city. 

10 Day and night they go about 
within the walls thereof; mischief 
also and sorrow are in the midst 
of it 

11 Wickedness is therein; deceit 
and guile go not out of their streets. 

1^ For it is not an open enemy 
that hath done me this dishonour ; 
for then I could have borne it : 

1 3 Neither was it mine adversary 
that did magnify himself against 
me; for then peradventure I would 
have hid myself from him: 

14 But it was even lliou, my 
companion, my guide, and mine 
own familiar friend. 

16 We took sweet counsel to- 
gedier. and walked in the house 
of Goa as friends. 

16 Let death come hastily u{)on 
them, and let them go down quick 
into hell; for wickedness is in their 
dwellings^ and amon^ them. 

17 As for me, I will call upon 
Qod, and the Lord shsdl save me. 

18 In the evening, and morning, 
and at noon-day, will 1 prav, and 
that instantly ; and he shall hear 
niy voice. 

19 It is he that hath delivered 
n^iy soul in peace, from the battle 



that was against me; for there 
were many with me. 

20 Yea, even God that endureth 
for ever, shall hear me^ and bring 
them down ; for they will not turn, 
nor fear God. 

21 He laid his hands upon such 
as be at peace with him, and he 
brake his covenant 

22 The words of his mouth were 
softer than butter, having war in 
his heart; his words were smoother 
than oil, and yet they be very 
swords. 

23 O cast thy burthen upon the 
Lord, and he shall nourisn thee, 
and shall not suffer the righteous 
to fall for ever. 

24 And as for them, thou, O 
God, shalt bring them into the pit 
of destruction. 

26 The blood-thirsty and de- 
ceitful men shall not live out half 
their days: nevertheless, my trust 
shall be in thee, O Lord.

' 9 Whensoever I call upon thee, 
then shall mine enemies be put to 
flight: this I know; for God is on 
my side. 

10 In God's word will I rejoice; 
in the Lord's word will I comfort 
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me. 

1 1 Yea, in God have I put my 
trust; I will not be afraid what 
man can do unto me. 

12 Unto thee, O God, will I 
pay my vows ; unto thee will I 
give thanks. 

13 For thou hast delivered my 
soul from death, and my feet from 
falling, that I may walk before 
God m the light oi the living. 

Psalm 67. Miserere mei^ Dens. 

BE merciful unto me, O God, 
be merciful unto me ; for my 
soul trusteth in thee ; and under the 
shadow of thy wings shall be my 
refuge, until this tyranny be over- 
past. 

2 I will call unto the most high 
God, even unto the God that shall 

Eerform the cause which I have in 
and. 

3 He shall send from heaven, 
and save me from the reproof of 
him that would eat mc u]^. 

4 God shall send forth his mercy 
and truth : my soul is among lions. 

5 And I lie even among the chil- 
dren of men, that are set on fire, 
whose teeth are spears and arrows, 
and their tongue a sharp sw ord.

ARE your minds set upon righ- 
teousness, O ye congregation? 
and do ye judge the thmg that is 
right, O ye sons of men ? 

2 Yea, ye imagine mischief in 
your heart upon the earth, and 
your hands deal with wicked- 
ness. 

3 The ungodly are froward, 
even from their mother's womb; 
as soon as they are bom, they go 
astray and speak lies. 

4 They are as venomous as the 
poison of a serpent, even like the 
deaf adder, that stoppeth her ears; 

5 Which refuseth to hear the 
voice of the charmer, charm he 
never so wisely. 

6 Break their teeth, O God, in 
their mouths : smite the jaw-bones 
of the lions, O Lord : let them fell 
away like water that runneth 
apace; and when they shoot their 
arrows, let them be rooted out. 

7 Let them consume away like 
a snail, and be like the untunely 
fruit of a woman ; and let them 
not see the sun. 

8 Or ever your pots be made 
hot with thorns, so let indignatioa 
vex him, even as a thing that Li 
raw. 

9 The righteous shall rejoice, 
when he seeth the vengeance : he 
shall wash his footsteps m the blood 
of the ungodly. 

10 So that a man shall saf, 
Verily, there is a reward for the 
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righteous ; doubtless there is a God 
that judgeth the earth. 

EVENING PRAYER.. 
Psalm 59. Eripe me de initnicis. 

DELIVER me from mine 
enemies, O God ; defend me 
from them that rise up against ine. 

2 O deliver me from the wick- 
ed doers, and save me from the 
blood-thirsty men. 

3 For lo, they lie waiting for my 
80ul; the mighty men are ^thered 
against me, witJiout any offence or 
fault of me, O L#ord. 

4 They run and prepare them- 
selves without my fault ; arise thou 
therefore to help me, and behold. 

6 Stand up, O Lord God of 
hosts, thou God of Israel, to visit 
all the heathen, and be not merci- 
ful unto them that offend of ma- 
licious wickedness.

^ 8 Moab is my wash-pot; over 
Edom will I cast out my shoe ; 
Philistia, be thou glad of me. 

9 Who will lead me into the 
strong city ? who will bring me into 
Edom ? 

1 Hast not thou cast us out, O 
God ? wilt not thou, OGod, go out 
with our hosts ? 

110 be thou our help in trou- 
ble ; for vain is the help of man. 

12 Through God will we do 
great acts ; for it is he that shall 
tread down out enemies. 
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Psalm 61 • ExaudLDeus. 

HEAR my crying, O God, give 
ear unto my prayer. 

2 From the ends of the earth 
will I call upon thee, when my 
heart is in heaviness. 

3 O set me up upon the rock 
that is higher tlian I ; for thou hast 
been my hope, and a strong tower 
for me against the enemy. 

4 I will dwell in thy tabernacle 
for ever, and my trust shall be un- 
der the covering of thy wings.

1 1 God spake once, and twice I 
have also heard the same, that 
power belongeth unto God ; 

12 And that thou. Lord, art 
merciful ; for thou revv ardest eve- 
ry man according to his work. 

Psalm 63. Deus^ Deus mens. 

01 GOD, thou art my God ; early 
: will I seek thee. 

2 My soul thirsteth for thee; 
my flesh also longeth after thee, 
in a barren and dry land where no 
water is. 

3 Thus have I looked for thee in 
holiness, that 1 might behold the 
power and glory; 

4 For thy lovmg kindness is tet- 
ter than the life itself: my lips 
shall praise thee. 

5 As long as I live will I mag- 
nify thee in this manner, and lift up 
my hands in thy name. 

6 My soul shall be satisfied, even 
as it were with marrow and fatness, 
when my mouth praiseth thee with 
joyful lips. 

7 Have I not remembered thee 
in my bed, and thought upon thee 
when I was waking ? 

8 Because thou hast been my 
helper: therefore under the sha- 
dow 01 thy whigs will I rejoice. 

9 My soul hangeth upon thee; 
thy right hand hath uplioldi^n me. 

10 These also that seek die hurt 
of my soul, they $hall go under the 
earth. 
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1 1 Let them fall upon the edge 
of the sword, that they may be a 
portion for foxes. 

12 But the King shall r^oice in 
God ; all they also that swear by 
him shall be commended : for the 
mouth of them that speak lies shall 
be stopped. 

Psalm 64. Exaudij Deus. 

HEAR my voice, O God, in 
my prayer; preserve my life 
from fear of the enemy. 

2 Hide me from the gathering 
together of the fro ward, and from 
the insurrection of wicked doers; 

3 Who have whet their tongue 
like a sword, and shoot out their 
arrows, even bitter words, 

4 That they may privily shoot at 
him that is perfect: suddenly do 
they hit him, and fear not. 

5 They .encourage themselves 
in mischief, and commune among 
themselves, how they may lav 
snares ; and say, that no man shall 
see them. 

6 They imagine wickedness, 
and practise it ; that they keep se- 
cret among themselves, every man 
in the deep of his heart. 

7 But God shall suddenly shoot 
at them with a swift arrow, that 
they shall be wounded.

8 They also that dwell in the 
uttermost parts of the earth shall 
be afraid at thy tokens, thou that 
makest the out-goings of the morn- 
ing and evening to praise thee. 

9 Thou visitest the earth, and 
blessest it; thou makest it very 
plenteous. 

10 The river of God is full of 
water : thou preparest their com, 
for so thou providest for the earth. 

11 Thou waterest her furrows; 
thou sendest rain into the little 
vsdleys thereof; thou makest it soft 
with the drops of rain, and bless- 
est the increase of it. 

12 Thou crownestthe year with 
thy goodness ; and thy clouds drop 
fatness. 

13 They shall drop upon the 
dwellings of the wilderness; and 
the little hiJls shall rejoice on every 
side. 

14 The folds shall be fiill of 
sheep : the valleys also shall stand 
so thick with corn, that they shall 
laugh and sing. 

rsalm 66. Jubilate Deo. 

OB E joyful in God, all ye lands ; 
sing praises unto the honour 
of his name ; make his praise to be 
glorious. 
2 Say unto God, O how wcm- 
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derful art thou in thy works; 
through the greatness of thy pow- 
er shall thme enemies be found 
liars unto thee. 

3 For all the world shall wor- 
ship thee, sing of thee, and praise 
thy name. . 

4 O come hither, and behold 
the works of God^ how wonder- 
ful he is in his domg toward the 
children of men. 

5 He turned the sea into dry 
land, so that they went through the 
water on foot ; there did we re- 
joice thereof.

131 will offer unto thee fat burnt- 
sacrifices, with the incense of rams ; 
I will ofier bullocks and goats. 

14 O come hither, and nearken. 
all ye that fear God, and I will tell 
you what he hath done for my soul. 

15 I called unto him with mv 
mouth, and gave him praises with 
toy tongue. 

16 If I incline unto wickedness 
with mine heart, the Lord will not 
hear me. 

17 But God hath heard me, and 



considered the voice of my prayer.

GOD be merciful unto us, and 
bless us, and show us the 
light of his countenance, and be 
merciful unto us ;

presence of God. 

3 But let the righteous be glad, 
and rejoice before God : let uem 
also be merry and joyful. 

4 O sing unto God, and sing 
praises unto his name ; mag- 
nify him that rideth upon the hea-* 
vens, as it were upon an horse: 
praise him in his name JAH, tod 
rejoice before him. 

5 He is a father of the father- 
less, and defendeth the cause of 
die widows; even God in his holy 
habitation. 
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6 He 18 the God that maketh 
men to be of one mind in an house, 
and brin^^eth the prisoners out of 
captivity ; but Ictteth the runa- 
gates continue in scarceness. 

7 O God, when thou wentest 
forth before thepeople; when thou 
wentest through the wilderness, 

8 The earth shook, and the 
heavens dropped at the presence of 
Grod ; even as Sinai also was 
moved at tlie presence of God, 
who is the God of Israel. 

^ 9 Thou, O God, sentest a gra- 
cious rain upon thine inheritance, 
and refresliedst it when it was 
weary. 

10 Thy congregation shall dwell 
therein : for thou, O God, hast of 
thy goodness |)rei)ared for the poor, 

11 The Lord gave the word ; 
great was the company of the 
preachers. 

12 Kings with their armies did 
flee, and were discomfited, and they 
of tlie household divided the spoil. 

13 Though ye have lain among 
the pots^ yet shall ye be ;is the 
wings oi a dove that is covered 
with silver wings, and her feathers 
like gold. 

14 When the Almightjr scatter- 
ed kings for their sake, then were 
they as white as snow in Salmon. 

15 As the hill of Basan, so is 
God's hill : even an high hill, as 
the hill of JBasan. 

16 Why hop ye so, ye high hills? 
this is God's hill, in the which it 

fleaseth him to dwell; yea, the 
iOrd will abide in it for ever. 

17 The chariots of God are 
twenty thousand, even thousands 
of Angels; and the Lord is among 
them as in the holy place of Sinai. 

18 Thou art gone up on high, 
thou hast led captivity captive, and 
received gifts for men ; yea, even 
for thine enemies, that the Lord 
God might dwell among them. 

19 Praised be the l^onl dai- 
ly, even the God who , helpeth 



us, and poureth his benefits up- 
on us. 

20 He is our God, even the 
God of whom cometh salvatioQ : 
God is the Lord, by whom we 
escai>e deatli. 

21 God shall wound die head 
of his enemies, and the hairy scalp 
of such a one as goeth on still in 
his wickedness. 

22 The Lord hath said, I will 
bring my peo|)le again, as I did 
from Basan, mine own will I bring 
agam, as 1 did sometime from the 
deep of the sea. 

23 That thy foot may be dip- 
ped in the blood of thine enemies, 
and that the tongue of thy dogg 
may be red through the same. 

24 It is well seen, O God, how 
thou goest ; how thou, my God 
and King, goest in the sanctuary. 

25 The singers go before, the 
minstrels follow after^ in the midst 
are the damsels playing with the 
timbrels. 

26 Give thanks, O Israel, unto 
God the Lord, in the congrega- 
tions, from the ground of the heart. 

27 There is little Beniamin 
their ruler, and the princes of Juda 
their council ; the princes of Zebu- 
Ion, and the princes of NaphtalL 

28 Thy God hath sent forth 
strength for thee : stablish the 
thing, O God, tnat thou hast 
wrought in us, 

29 For thy templets sake at 
Jerusalem ; so shall kings bring 
presents unto tliee. 

30 When the company of the 
spear-men, and multitude of the 
mighty,are scattered abroad among 
the beasts of the people, so that 
they humbly bring pieces of sil- 
ver ; and when he hath scattered 
the people that delight in war ;

10 Like as the children of 
Ephraim j who being harnessed, 
and carrying bows, turned them- 
selves back m the day of battle. 

1 1 They kept not the covenant 
of God, and would not walk in 
his law ; 
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12 But forgat what he had 
done, and the wonderful works 
that ne had showed for them. 

13 Marvellous things did he in . 
the sight of our forefathers, in the 
land of Egypt, even in the field of 
Zoan. 

14 He divided the sea, and let 
them go through; he niade the 
waters to stand on an heap. 

15 In the dav time also he led 
them with a cloud, and all the. 
night through with a light of 
fire. 

16 He clave the hard rocks ia. 
the wilderness, aiid gave them 
drink thereof, as it had been out' 
of the great depth. 

17 He brouglit waters out of 
the stony rock, so that it gushed 
out like the rivers. 

18 Yet for all this, they sinned 
more against him, and provoked the 
Most Highest in the wilderness. 

19 Thev tempted God in their* 
hearts, and required meat for their 
lust. 

20 They spake against God 
also, saying, Shall God prepare a. 
table in the wilderness ? 

21 He smote the stony rock 
indeed, that the water gushed out, 
and the streams flowed withal;

vide flesh for his people ? 

22 When the Lord heard this, 
he was wroth ; so the fire was 
kindled in Jacob, and there camo 
up heav\' displeasure against Israel; 

23 lUecause they believed nctt 
in God, and put not their trust in 
his help. 

24 So he commanded the clouds 
above, and opened the doors of 
heaven. 

25 He rained down Manna 
also upon them for to eat, and 
gave them food from heaven. 

26 So man did eatangePs food i 
for he sent them meat enough. 

27 He caused the east wmd to, 
blow under heaven ; and througo' 
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Ms power he brought in the south- 
west wmd. 

28 He rained flesh upon them 
as thick as dust, and feathered 
fowls like as the sand of the sea. 

29 He let it fall among their 
tents, even round about their 
Imbitation. 

30 So they did eat and were 
well fill^ ; for he gave them their 
own desire : thev were not disap- 
pointed of their lust. 

31 But while the meat was yet 
in their mouths, the heavy wrath 
of God came upon them, and slew 
die wealthiest of them ; yea, and 
smote down the chosen men that 
were in Israel. 

32 But for all this, they sinned 
yet more, and believed not his 
wondrous works. 

33 Therefore their days did he 
consume in vanity, and their years 
in trouble. 

34 When he slew them, they 
sought him, and turned them ear- 
ly, and inquired after God. 

36 And they remembered that 
God was their stren^h, and that 
the high God was their Redeemer. 

36 Plevertheless, they did but 
flatter him with their mouth, and 
dissembled with him in their 
tongue. 

37 For their heart was not 
whole viith him, neither continued 
diey steadfast in his covenant 

38 But he was so merciful, 
that he forgave their misdeeds, ana 
destroyed tnem not 

39 Y ea, many a time turned he 
liis wrath away, and would not 
suffer his whole displeasure to 
arise: 

40 For he considered that they 
were but flesh, and that they were 
even a wind that j^asseth away, 
and Cometh not again. 

41 Manj a time did they pro- 
voke him in the wilderness, and 
grieved him in the desert 

43 ThejT turned back, and 



tempted God ; and moved the 
Holy One in Israel. 

43 They thought not of hi^ 
hand, and of the day when he de- 
livered them from the band of die 
enemy. 

44 How he had wrou^t his 
miracles in ^gypt^ suad his won- 
ders in the field of Zoan. 

45 He turned their waters into 
blood, so that they might not drink 
of the rivers. 

46 He sent Uce among them, 
and devoured them up, and firogi 
to destroy them. 

47 He gave their fruit unto the 
caterpillar, and their labour unto 
the grasshopper. 

48 He destroyed their vines 
with hail-stcmes, and their mul- 
berry trees with the frost. 

49 He smote their cattle abo 
with hail-stones, and their flocks 
with hot thunder-bolts. 

60 He cast upon them the fvi- 
ousness of his wrath, anger, dis- 
pleasure, and trouble ; and sent 
evil angels among them. 

51 He made a way to his in- 
dignation, and spared not their 
^ul from death ; but gave tb^ 
life over to the pestilence ; 

52 And smote all the first-born 
in Eg^'pt, the most principal and 
mightiest in the dwellings of Ham. 

53 But as for his own people, 
he led them forth like sheep, and 
carried them in the wilderness like 
a flock. 

54 He brought them out safe- 
ly, that they should not fear, and 
overwhelmed their enemies witk 
the sea. 

55 And brought them widm 
the borders of his sanctuaiy, i^ven 
to his mountain, which lli»e {Hir- 
chased with his right hand. 

56 He cast out die heathen abo 
before them, caused their land to 
be divided among them for an her- 
itage, and made the tribes of Israel 
to dwell in their tents. 
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57 So they tempted and dis- 

E leased the most hig^h God, and 
ept not his testimonies ; 

o8 But turned dbeir backs* and 
fell away like their forefotners ; 
starting aside like a broken bow. 
69 For they grieved him with 
their hill-altars, and provoked him 
to displeasure with their images. 

60 When God heard this, he 
was wroth, and took sore displea- 
sure at Israel : 

61 So that he forsook the taber- 
nacle in Silo, even the tent that 
he had pitched among men. 

62 He delivered their power 
into captivity, and their beauty in- 
to the enemies' hand. 

63 He gave his people over also 
unto the sword, and was wroth 
with his inheritance. 

64 The fire consumed their 
young men, and their maidens 
were not ^ven to marriage. 

65 Their priests were slain with 
the sword, and there were no 
widows to make lamentation. 

66 So the Lord awaked as one 
out of sleep, and like a giant re- 
freshed with wine. 

^ 67 He smote his enemies in the 
hinder parts, and put them to a 
perpetual shame. 

68 He refused the tabernacle of 
Joseph, and chose not the tribe of 
Ephraim ; 

69 But chose the tribe of Judah, 
even the hill ofSion,whichhe loved. 

70 And there he built his tem- 
ple on high, and laid the founda- 
tion of it like the ground which he 
hath made continually. 

71 He chose David also his 
servant, and took him away from 
the sheep-folds : 

72 Ashe was following the ewes 

Sreat with young ones,he took him, 
lat he might feed Jacob his peo- 
ple, and Israel his inheritance. 

73 So he fed them with a faith- 
ful and true heart, and ruled them 
prudently with all hb power.

10 Wherefore do the heathen 
say. Where is now their God ? 

110 Let the vengeance of thy 
servants' blood that is shed, tie 
openly showed upon the he;3^en, 
in our sight. 

12 O let the sorrowful sighing 
of the prisoners come before thee; 
accordmg to the greatness of thv 
power, preserve Uiou those that 
are appointed to die. 

1 3 Ajid for die blasphemy where- 
with our neighbours have blas- 
phemed thee, reward thou themi 
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O Lord, seven-fold into their I 
bosom. 

14 So we that are thy people, 

Sid sheep of thy pasture, shall give 
ee thanks for ever, and wilial- 
way be showing forth thy praise 
jBcom generation to generation. 
P^m 80. Qui regis Israel 

HEAR, O thou Shepherd of 
Israel, thou that leadest Jo- 
'sephlike a sheep; show thyself also, 
thou that sittest upon the Cheru- 
hjpi: 

'2 Before Ephraim, Benjamin, 
and Manasses, stir up thy strength, 
and come and help us. 

3 Turn us again, O God ; show 
the light of thv countenance, and 
we shall be whole.

10 And he sared them from the 
adversaries' hand, and delivered 
diem from the hand of the enemy. 

11 As for those that troubled 
them, the waters overwl^lmed 
them ; there was not one of them 
left. 

12 Then believed they his 
words, and sang praise unto him. 

15 But within a while they 
forgat his works, and would not 
aUide his counsel. 

14 But lust came upon them 
in the wilderness, and they tempt- 
ed God in the desert. 

16 And he gave them their de- 
sire, and sent leanness withal into 
their soul. 

16 They angered Moses also 
in their tents, and Aaron the saint 
of the Lord. 

17 So the earth opened, and 
swallowed up Dathan, and cover- 
ed the congregation of Abiram. 

18 And the fire was kindled in 
their companv; the flame burnt 
up the ungodly. 

19 They made a calf in Horeb, 
and worshipped the molten image. 

20 Thus they turned their gTo- 
ry into the similitude of a calf that 
eateth hay. 

21 And they forgat God their 
Saviour, who had done so great 
things in Egypt ; 

22 Wondrous works in the land 
of Ham ; and fearful things by the 
Red Sea. 

23 So he said he would have 
destroyed them, had not Moses his 
chosen stood before him in the gap, 
to turn away his wrathful indipia- 
tion, lest he should destroy them. 

24 Yea, they thought scorn of 
that pleasant bnd, and gave no 
credence unto his word : 

25 But murmured in tneir tents, 
and hearkened not unto the vcMce 
of the Lord. 

26 Then lift he up his hand 
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against them^ to overthrow them 
in the wilderness : 

27 To cast out their seed amoog 
the nations, and to scatter them in 
the lands. 

28 They joined themselves in- 
to Baal-peor, and ate die oflferm^ 
of the dead. 

29 Thus they provoked him to 
anger with their own inventions ; 
and the plague was great among 
them. 

SO Then stood up Phinees, and 
prayed; and so the plague ceased. 

31 And that was counted unto 
him for Tighteousmess, among all 
posterities for evermore. 

32 They angered him also at 
the waters of strife, so that he 
punished Moses for their sakes; 

33 Because they provoked lias 
spirit, so that he epake unsKlvised- 
ly with his lips. 

34 Neither destroyed they the 
heathen, as the Lord commanded 
them: 

36 But were mingled among the 
heathen, and learned their woiSuk 

36 Insomuch that they wor- 
shipped their idols, which turned 
to their own decay : yea, they of-* 
fered their sons and their daugh- 
ters unto devils : 

37 And shed innocent blood, 
even the blood of their sons and of 
their daughters, whom they ofiep- 
ed unto the idols of Canaan ; and 
the land was defiled with blood. 

38 Thus were they stainnd 
with their own works^ and went 
a whoring with their own invatr 
tions. , 

39 Therefore was the wrath of 
the Lord kindled against his peo- 
ple, insomuch that he abhorred,his 
own inheritance. 

40 And he gave them over in- 
to the hand ot the heathen ; i|iid 
they that hated them were kras 
over them. 

41 Their enemies op{Nr«p|i 
them, and had them in sulyectiop. 
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42 Many a time did he deliver 
them; but they rebelled against 
him with their own inventions, and 
were brought down in their wick- 
edness. 

43 Nevertheless, when he saw 
their adversity, he heard their com- 
phuit. 

44 He thought upon his cove- 
nant, and pitied them, according 
unto the multitude of his mercies: 
yea, he made all those that led 
them away captive to pity them.

THE PREFACE. 

It fa evideot imto all men, dUigenlhr readimp holy ScrijMure and andeot Anthort, that from the Apoi- 
Uet' time there have been these Orders ofMiniflters in Christ's Church, — Bishops, Prie^, and Uea- 
cons. Which Offices were evermore had in such r e v erend estimation, that no man mt^ht fMTSome to 
execute any of them, except he were first called, tried, examined, and known to have wdi qaalHies at, 
are requisite for the same ; and also by public Prayer, with imposition of Hands, were apfMroved and 
admitted thereunto by lawful Authority. And therefore, to the intent that these Orders may he coa- 
tiaoed, and revetea^ used aad esteemed in this Church, no man shall be accounted or taken to be a 
lawful Mihop. PriaM, or Deacon, in this Church, or suffered to execute any of the said Functions, ex- 
ceot he be called, tried, examined, and admitted thereunto, according to the Form hereafter following^ 
or nalh had Episcopal Consecration or Ordination. 

Aad nogie shall be admitted a Deacon, Priest, or Bishop, except he be of the age which the Canon in 
that case provided may require. 

And the Bisnop knowing, dther by himself, or by sufficient testimony, any Person to be a man of vir- 
tnoat coBversatioB, and without crime ; aad, uVer examination and trial, finding him sufficiently in- 
ttirtlcted in the holy Scripture, and otherwise teamed as the Canons require, may, at the tiroes appoiai- 
ed, or else, on urgent occasion, upon some other day, in the face of the Church, admit him a DeacoBi 
in such Manner ud Form as followeth. 

The Form and Manner of Making Deacons. 

f When the day appointed by the Bishop is come, aAer Morning Prayer is ended, there shall be a 
SernoB, or Exhortation, declaring the Duty and Office of such as come to be admitted Deacons ; 
bow necessary that Order is in the Church of Christ, and also how the People ought to esteem then 
in their Office.

t A Priest shall present onto the Bishop, sitting in 
his Chair near to the holy Table, such as &uin 
to be ordained Deacons, each of them being de- 
cently habited, saying these words :

And 
seeing that ye cannot by any other 
means compass the doing of so 
weighty a work, pertaining to the 
salvation of man, but with doctrine 
and exhortation taken out of the 
holy Scriptures, and with a life 
agreeable to the same; consider 
how studious ye ought to be in 
reading and learning the Scrip- 
tures, and in framing the manners 
both of 3rourselveS; and of them 
that specially pertani unto you, ac- 
cording to the rule of the same 
Scriptures ; and for this self-same 



cause, how ye ought to forsake 
and set aside, as much as ye may, 
all worldly cares and studies. 

We have good hope that ye have 
well weighed these thinp with 
yourselves long befbre this time; 
and that ye have clearly determin- 
ed, by God's grace, to give your- 
selves wholly to this Office, where- 
unto it hath pleased God to call 
you : so that, as much as lieth in 
you, ye will apply yourselves whol- 
ly to this one thing, and draw all 
your cares and studies this way; 
and that ye will continually pray 
to God the Father, by the media- 
tion of our only Saviour^ Jesus 
Christy for the heavenlv as^stance 
of the Holy Ghost j that by daily 
reading and weighing the Scrip- 
tures, ye may wax riper and stron- 
ger in your Ministry ; and that ye 
may so endeavour yourselves from 
time to time to sanctify the lives 
of you and yours, ami to fasbioo 
them after the rule and doctEiBe of 
Christ, that ye may be wholesome 
and godly examples and pattens 
for the peoi)lc to follow.
